‘inance Minister, and he announced as 
tho policy of the Government that we should 
have w national policy, that wo wore to have 
our own/interesta, and. that if other people 
were selfish we were to bo selfish too. The 
result was that the duties were raised, and 
they-went on for a considerable time until 
the war took place in the United States, when 
every industry was stagnated there, Men in 
that’country were dragged away from their 
factories to fight, and the whole community 
became consumers and not mannfacturers. 
All the interests of the United States were 
paralyzed and stagnated, and all the wealth 
and cnergy of the nation went infighting the 
battle with the South. They could manu- 
facture nothing so cheaply as we could, and 
thorefore the heavy tax on articles was only 
a tax upon themselves, and it did not fall on 
the producers, who were only benefitted by 
the particular circumstances of the war. Jn 
1872 things were changed, and Mr. Tilley, the 
present Governor of New Brunswick, then 
the Finance Minister, stated that. we were 
not going to spend any money on the canals 
and railways, and the next’ year he was com- 
ing down fora vote to improve our public 
works, the St. Lawrence and Welland canals, 
and for the building of the Pacific railway. 
The Governént would have wanted more 
money, to do that, and they would have raised 
the tariff and pledged suflicient Protection to 
the manufacturing and agricultural interests, 
in order to carry out their schenie. But they 
could see what had happened. Mr, Macken- 
zie went to England, and made his great speech 
at Dundee, where they were all Bree Traders, 
because they wanted to open all the ports'in

Mr. Edgar, who was to be the ~bipgts te <* 
the Government, aud ie on in th One 
tario, went down there a stiff free trader ; but 
had yang there were:suclt {Binge Maturaovu> 
rers ; dial alter three or four days of his can- 
yass ha says he does sfot know but on thé whole 
he would go in for Protection. Now, all that 
was delusion, a mockery and a snare, and 
Mr. Edgar must think the people of Canada 
were fools, because they know that he cannot 
vote against. the Goyernment, and that noth- 
ing can be done unless the present Goyern- 
ment be voted ont, and an out and out Pro- 
tection [Government yoted in. ‘That game 
had been played in Montreal, and tho people 
would not let it be played again, for they 
would not pnt up with any Government, any 
member of Parliament, or any candidate who 
attempted to deceive them by saying in one 
breath that he was in favor of the Govern- 
ment ‘and with another that he could not 
vote with thom. He (Sir John) did not think 
much hadbeen gained by thechange of Govorn- 
ment, He thought the old Conservative Gov- 
ernment, or the Coalition Government,as they 
used to charge him with having formed,didas 
well as and a great deal better than the new 
one, because 1% had no false pretehces about 
it. (Cheers.) There was'one other instance 
in which he had had his revenge,and that was 
about the ery of coalition, They had heard 
that it was said that coalitions were immoral, 
but “when bad men conspire, good men 
must unite,’ They: happened to. be good 
men—(hear, hear)--and in. 1854 they coal- 
eaced with the Baldwin party, and this 
country flourished under that coalition. The 
old senseless cries. which had. been raised 
whenwe were a Crown colony were all laid 
asidé, and they succeeded in making this 
country what it is. But Mr. George Brown 
got up and tried to plage Catholic against 
Protestant, and he succeeded so far that he 
got alarmed at his own improper conduct, 
and coalesced with him (Sir John) ‘in’ order 
to avoid the consequences. which almost 
threatened to result in bloodshed. That was 
another instance of coalition, and he thought 
it was aright one. Tho country was saved. 
And yet Mr. Brown retired in a huff, and 
the moment he retired he commenced to 
abuse coalitions, What he (Mr, Brown) 
meant was that to coalesce with Mr: Brown 
was a virtue, but to coalesce with 
anybody else was a sin. ‘They haye in 
the Government at Ottawa Richard J. 
Cartwright,.who was nothing else than a 
Tory, a fossil Tory, and such a Tory that 
ho wrote him (Sir John) a letter saying he 
could no longer support his Government’ be- 
cause he had taken in a Roformer—Sir 
Francis Hincks. If they put Cartwright in 
one scale and Sir Francis Hincks in another 
they would soon find out the difference bo- 
twoen the two men. The latter being a 
man whose ‘financial NS amounted to 
genius, Mr. Cartwright had taken the 
shilling, and was now Finance’ Minister un.

tates the housing of cattle, According to 
the census of 1871, there was raised in the 
New England States, 3,936,560 tons, and 
in the four Middle States, 9,026,289 tons. 
Tn the one State of New York, where the 
hay production was 5,614,205 tons, that of 
the cereals was but 70,317,063 bushels, or 
1,562,950 tons. If we lutup the cereals at 
$1.50 a bushel, a very largo estimate, we 
can call their valuo at $78,000,000, while 
the hay crop at $15 is over $84,000,000, 

Tn New England the discrepancy is still 
more, the hay crop being 3,936,560 tons, 
while the cereals, calculated on the same 
basis as in the case of New York, come to 
but 415,938 tons; or at the above con- 
jecturally large valuation, we have the 
values for hay $59,048,000, and for cereals 
$29,796,000, 

Hence we see the importance the dis- 
cussion of the Hay crop inust periodically 
haye, as we'near the harvest time. A say- 
ing of adollaraton, or the loss of the 
dollar, amounts, in the aggregate, to a 
vast sum. If we were directly taxed ‘to 
this amount, in addition to our other taxes. 
we:should esteem it a heayy burden ; yet, 
in reality, we are more heavily taxed éach 
year through our own ignorance and mis- 
management, and are slow to reckon the 
loss. Hence, it is often of service to deal 
in aggregates and call attention to facts so 
massed as to present to the. imagination’ a 
definite idea of what is happening, and to 
what extent knowledge may benefit our 
practice. 2 

The early cutting of hay has been very 
extensively discussed, and it seoms to be 
universally conceded: to contain more nu- 
triment in the same bulk than when over- 
ripe. Of one thing we may rest assured— 


early cut hay is more digestible than of the 
over-ripe. We may also speak of the ad- 
vantages derived froni hay cured properly 
over that which is otherwise. 
According to the tables of Wolff, red 
clover hay in full blossom contains 13.4 
percent. of albuminoids, and when ripe 
but 9.4 per cent. Here i¢a loss of 4 por 
cent., or 80 pounds in the ton. We know 
not what is tho difference betweon tho al- 
buminoid percentage of early cut and ripe 
hay, but must conclude that it is large. 
Yor illustration, howeyer, if it be remom- 
bered that our figures are for illustration 
only, we may assume all our hay crop to be’ 
clover (although far from being the case), 
when thedifference between cutting early 
and lato in New England alone, in feeding 
value alone, may be estimated at 1,200,000 
Ii other words, alate crop of clover 
5,000 tons, if cut early, would be 
equal in value to about ,000,000 tons for 
the purpose of the farm. 


These figures, bo it again mentioned, aro 
not exact, nor do they apply, excopt as il- 
lustrations ; but for this purpose even, they 
are not more startling than the opinion of- 
fered by Prof, Arnold, a gentloman given 
to careful investigation, «and who always 
speaka with authority. I present the fol- 
lowing, clipped from a nowspapor, whose 
name I have lost: . 

“Dried grass is considered by such good 
authority as Prof. Arnold, as worth, pound 
for pound, a8 much as corn moal, * At pre 
sont prices of moal,@26 
would be worth $26 per ton ; whilo after 
grass has blossomed, and is made into what 
is called hay, it is not actually worth half 
that prico to feed oft. What makos drivd 
grassso much more valuablo than hay is 
that it is all digestible, whiledried hay is 
partially so. This tho importance 
of cutting grass carly, before it heads out 


but its actual value will be greater, and the 
land will not be exhausted nearly so much, 
and on rich land a second or even a third 
crop will be realized. Clover and hords- 
grdss, on rich ground, might be cut threo 
times, cutting cach timo just before the 
heads appeared. Thore is no question but 
that a ton of grass can ber raised choaper

The Fortress of Kelat, 


Kelat, about which so little is known, 
certainly deseryesto be reckoned one of the 


_ wonders of the world. It is a gigantic fort- 


ress, formed by nature, only slightly 
aided by man. The walls are mountains 
of from 800 to 1,200 feet high, and with a 
sheer perpendicular scarp between 300 and 
600 feet ; sometimes more. It is an ir- 
Bes oblong in form, about twenty-one 
es long by “from five to seven broad. 
‘There are only five entrances through nar- 
row natural scarps, and these are fortitied. 
Three of them are onthe northern face, 
one ison the eastern, and another on the 
southern. The ground enclosed within is 
rich, and i might be a perfect garden 
and self-supplyjng. The stream which we 
had followed runs right through the place, 
in at the southern entrance and out at the 
northern. There is also somie cultivation 
outside the work ; and after being used for 
irrigating a considerable tract of land this 
stream is allowed to revert to its natural 
channel, whereby it forms the main supply 
of water used by the inhabitants. Hence, 
Limagine, the great unhealthiness of the 
lace. But there are several springs with- 
in the fortress, andone just outside the 
southern bt Moreover, there are num- 
bers of old kanauts, and [ haye no doubt 
that an ample supply of good water could 
thus be obtained for the cultivation of the 
whole interior. That it once had a much 
larger population, and was in’s more pros- 
perous state, the numberless remains of 
villages testify. Everything about it now 
betokens utter rnin and neglect. 

The Persians maintain a battalion of 
regular troops here, besides some irregular 
cavalry and afew guns, The battalion now 
occupying it had arrived from Teheran 900 
“strong only three months before. Since 
that time 300 had died of typhus, and the 
remainder were in the most miserable con 
dition. The officers had all deserted their 
men and gone off, and those men who had 
any money had done likewise ; but the 
mass was without pay. About two hundred 

still occupied the Novas near the southern 
pate, and a sort of a guard was kept up ; 

ut the men wero ina ghastly state, and 
lay here and there dying of the’ scourge. 
We hastened on for about six miles inside 
the fgrtress, until we reached the town, in 
which was situated the residence of the 
Governor, Ha heard that thore was

refused the offer of a very good house, | 


being anxious ta keep all our followers as 
much as possible from the feyer-stricken 
place ; 80 we encamped by the spring. This 
water was excellent, and I gave the most 
stringont orders that no one should cook 
with or drink any other. Although this 
spring was within 300 yards of the town, 
the inhabitants did not come to it; the 
Pallatea river was100yards nearor for them.

THE BASTERN TROUBLES. 


The storm-cloud which has so long hung 
over Eastern Eutope has atJength began 
to give out itslightnings. The Christian 
Provinces of Turkey, which have a terribly 
long list of wrongs:to ayenge,have conclud- 
ed their preparations, and war to the death 
has been declared by Servia against the 
Moslem tyrant. Montenegro, Bosnia and 
the Herzegovina have not as yet jgined 
the fray; but that they can long refrain 
from doing so seems impossible. Their 
sympathies are with Servia ; their people 
are up in arms; and they haye wrongs to 
right; years of oppression to avenge, as 
well as the Province which has boldly 
thrown down the gauntlet to Turkey. 

The contest will be a bloody one, as the 
combatants on each side are animated by 
mutual intense and bitter hatred ; how it 


will end it seems impossible to predict with 
atiy dogroo oF ecrtaimty: Great Britain 


has made a noble effort, for peace. The 
spirited policy of Mr, Disraeli has placed 
her again in the van of European nations, 
and if success ‘has not been fully attained, 
this much seems certain, that the struggle 
will be confined to an issue between the | 
Porte and its subjects. The chief danger 
lies in the possible action of Russia. That 
great power has undoubtedly fomented 
the rebellion which has been begun, and if 
her designs seem likely to fail—if the 
Mussulman’s power prove too great to be 
overcome by those,who have dared it,some 
interference of the great northern power 
may precipitate agéneral war. We trust 
that this threatened conflict may be ayert- 
ed, and thatthe peace of Europe may re- 
main undisturbed. 
A few weeks, perh aps a few days, may 
decide the matter, and as the news will be 
watched for with intense eagerness, we 
shall endeavor to present each day the 
fullest amount ‘of information which the 
telegraph and mail will supply.

THE PRINCIPALITIES OF THE 
DANUBE, 

Por nearly a century the Turkish Em- 
pire has been generally regarded as in a 
condition Of slow but certain decay. 

The three states which are usally spoken 
of as the Danubian Principalities are Mol- 
q@avia, Wallachia, and Servia. Tho first 
two were combined under one government 
in the year 1861, with the common name 
of Roumania, and the capital of this new 
principality was fixed at Bucharest, for- 
merly the capital of Wallachia alone. Of 
the three countries, Moldavia lies furthest 
east and north, On the east, its frontiers 
join those of the Russian Proyince of Bes- 
sarabia, the boundary line being the river 
Pruth ; the southern limit of Moldayia lies 
along the banks of the Danube and the 
border of Wallachia; the western limit is 
the picturesque range of the Carpathian 
Moentains. Wallachia, lying) southwest- 
ward from Moldavia, stretches some two 
hundred and seventy miles from east to 
west, its southern frontier being along the 
Danube almost throughout its entirelength, 
while to the north it is bourided by Mol- 
davia and a part of Hungary, and on 
the west by the principality of Sorvia. 
Just across the Danube on the south lies 
the subject Turkish province of Bulgaria. 

Servia, the third of the Danubian. Prin- 
cipalities, lies a little southwestward.from 
Wallachia, Its northern frontier is skirted 
by the Upper Danube andthe Save, the 
largest of the Danubian tributaries ; on 
the west, the large province of Bosnia give 
Servia its limit ; onthe south, Seryia is 
separated from Albannid by the Kaplan 
range. Thus the Danubian Principalities 
comprise a long and wide tract, extending

The story of this most brave and enor- 
xetic, as well as purest,of all thé Sealvonic 
races toems with tho most varied, turbu- 
lont, and romantic interest. Even now, 
among the Servian peasantry, who are ijy- 
norant in most matters, talesof the, carly 
valor of their ancestors, of their Oriontal 
origin, of their long and Titanic struggels, 
are familiar ; while tho fact that they atill 
preserve and still sing the’ patriotic sonys 
which have survived froma period anterior 
to the invasion of Europe by the Turks, in- 
dicates the intense pride of the Servians in 
their national annals and. oxploits. It 
ecoms certain that.tho first distinct appear- 
ance in history of the great Sclavonic raco, 
which now embraces lard majority of the 
inhabitants of Eastern Europe,was early in 
the sixth century, when they appeared on 
the frontiers of the Roman Empire, defeat- 
ed tho imperial legions in Greece, besieged 
Byzantium, and, after rather. more than a 
century of conflict, made a league with the 
Emperors of the East. The power of the 
successors of Constantine was plready wan- 
ing; atid this fierce ‘ind obstiniite race, which 
was supposed to have had! its origin ‘in 
Scythia and Illyria; compelled the emper- 
ors to concede to thema vast tract of coun- 
try, where, they established the kingdom 
of Servia, The contact of these Sclayes 
with tHe civilization of the Eastern Empire, 
deteriorated as it was, had the surprising 
Gtfect of converting them to Christianity, 
and of softening their rade and ferocious 


-| characters into ‘something like order and 


subordination. The Seryian dominions 
comprised the colonies of Sclayonia, Croatia, 
Servia, Bosnia and Dalmatia. After en- 
tirely throwing off the Byzantine yoke, the 
Seryians grew rapidly in power and cul- 
ture. 

It was the latter part of the fourteenth 
century that the Sultan Amurath the son 
of the famous Othman, who was the first 
of the Turkish ‘Grand Seigneurs,’” suc- 
ceeded in conquering Servia,* and reducing 
its gallant people to subjection. At the 
battle of Cassova, in 1389, the last of the 
Servian emperors was killed ; a Servian 
chieftain, Milosch Obilitesh, penetrating 
the Sultan's tent,stabbed him to the heart; 
and this act was fatal to the “independence 
of his defeated countrymen. ~Thé Sultan 
Bajazet established his.rule over the nation 
but despite the assassination of Amurath, 
that rule was far from being harsh or des- 
potic. Two sons of the last Servian mon- 
arch were made governors over the coun- 
try ; and far from imposing Mohammedan- 
ism upon the conquéred race,‘ Bajazet de- 
clared.that for every new mosque built in 
his European realms, a Christian church 
should be erected, The Seryians continu- 
ed subject to the Turks for more than four 
centunes, Throughout this period their 
condition was in many respects a “happy 
one. The rule of the Turkish pashas was 
less oppressive upon the, peasantry than 
that of their own feudal lords had been ; 
their taxes were notheavy ; they were per- 
mitted freedom of worship. 

At last, however, the old proud spirit of 
the Servian race revived. The plundering 
corruption of the pashas, and the inability 
of the well disposed sultans to protect them 
from the exactions and. capricious tyranny 
of their own. officials, ronsed its long dor- 
mant but, as it appeared, not extinct, ener- 
gies. In 1804 the Servians rose in general 
insurrection. They found a rude bat heroic 
leader in Kara Geor 3e,-a sort of marauder, 
ot gigantic structure and impetuous cour- 
age, and after a struggle of eight years 
they achieyed their independence. Kara 
George assumed the power, and ruled des- 
potically ; but hepreserved order,and fora 
while sustained himself against the attempts 
of the Turks at reconquest. A sudden at- 
tack, however, was made by tho Sultan in 
1813, and so unprepared was Kara George 
that the Turkish troops occtipied Servia 
without a battle, and the upatart sovereign 
was forced to fly for his life. But the Ser- 
vian spirit of dependence was not crush- 
ed by this disaster. Once more the people 
rose in arms, this time under Milosch 
Oberonoyitch, the son of a asjyine-herd. 
The Sultan, finding himself powerless to 
keep the country in subjection,made terms 
with Milosch,and in 1826 he was recognized 
as Prince of Servia, and the virtual inde- 

ndence of the principality was acknow- 
Teagee by an imperial firman. The present 
Prince of Servia, Milan IVs, is the fourth 
sovereign in succession from Milosch and 
is in the twenty-first year of his aye, With 
the exception of an annual tribute to the 
Turkish treasury, and the nominal right of 
the Sultan to call upon Servia for a contin- 
gent of 12,000 men in case of .war, and to 
reprosent Servia at foreign courts by his 
envoys, the principality 18 entirely inde- 
perident of the Porte. In local affairs ite 
government is supreme, 

ROUMANIA, 

The Moldayians and Wallachians, now 
united as the principality of Roumania, are 
essentially the same people, with a common 
history, language, religion, code, and char- 
acter. Originally they were a single nation; 
but for many centuries they were separate 
states, having at acortain period separated, 
though not as enemies. There is little 
doubt that the Moldo-Wallachians wore the 
ancient Dacians spvken of by Herodotus. 
In the days of tho, Roman Empire they 
were a sturdyand warlike race, like their 
neighbors the Servians. ‘Their fate was, 
however, a very different one from that of 
Servin. While tho lntter nation was not 
conqnered by the Romans, but on tho other 
hand potsued an aggressive warfare against 
the Empire of the “Kast, and remained to 
be subjitgated by, the Turks, the Moldo- 
Wallachigns were conquered in the second 
contury A. p, by the enterprising Emperor 
Trajan... ‘Trajan found them more civilized 
than most of the rude tribes with which he 
came in contact along the Danube ; and 80 
proficient, especially in the art of war, 
that they could only be subdued with great 


| difficulty. 


Tho present Rouman language is #0 evi- 
dently a corruption of thé Latin that we 
can scarcely. doubt that tho Roman char-

Jed that of the Dacian. As timo went 
on, Moldo-Wallachin presented an nlmoat | 
constant scenc of war and confusion. Tt 
lay directly between tho empire and its | 
northern foos, and was too often their bat- 
tle-ground, With the decline of Rome, it | 
became once more an indgpendent state, 
and had its native princes, who extended 
their dominion over ‘Transylvania, Buko- 
wina, and Bessarabia, Then it camo their 
turn to be subdued by the fiereo Magyars 
of the west, who aoe isin 
until the great Chief Wallah arose to thro: 
off the hateful yoke. The Moldo-Wallach- 
ians wore destined to submit to continual 
conquests ; for not very long after Wallah 
had ro-nssorted their independence, the 
martial Sultan Bajazet, having subjugated 
Sorvia and Bulgaria, crossed tho Danube; 
and engaged them in a long, bitter, ate 
sanguinary war, This conflict brought

Prospects of the Harvest of 1876. 
‘The Toronto Globe “publishes Somo@leven 
columns of reports of the state of the crops 
in Ontario and portions of the othér Provin- 
cess, all sont by tolograng from « hundred. dif- 
ferent poifts at the same'time. Tho informa 
tion contained in these roporta is thus sym 
marised so far as Ontario anc 
concerned : 
| Winter wheat is in a large numbor of casos 
sported as having been winter killed, but 
refers thik has not been the case, tho ee 
is gonerally healthy,and promises a fair yield. 
Tho midge has made its appearance 1 some 
places with injuriousreftect, DAE not, wo are 
inclined to think, to such an extent as appto- 
ciably to affect the goneralrosult. In some dis- 
triota winter whoat has escaped both the dan- 
gers above referred to, and gives a prospect of 
Sarge crop. On tho whole, itmay be expect- 
od that the crop of winter wheat will be 
below the average, although, under the in- 
fluence of favorable weather, nét so much 80 
as was at one time anticipated. Of spring 
wheat, with fow exceptions, the prospects ap- 
pear to be excellent, 

‘Tho area of barloy planted is probably 
so large as it has been in ‘some recent 
but the crop will apparently be an exe 
ly fine onc. Oats give promise of a magnifi- 
cent orop, the recent rains having greatly 
assisted this cereal in its growth. Corn has 
been in certain districts affected by the lates 
ness of. the season, but, on the whiolo; may 
be regarded as likely to give a good retarn to 
the growers. Peas arealmostinvariably stated 
to be in first-rate condition,and to be likely to 
yield a splendid crop. Thoy haye also been 
greatly assisted by timely rains, e 

Haying has already commenced in many 

laces. Avith the exception of a very few 

localities, the universal testimony of our cor- 
respondents is that no crop of hay atall equal 
to the one now, to be gathered has been known 
for many years, Here and there we read of 
damage by storms, but these accounts apply | 
only to isolated localities, and cannot matert- | 
ally affect the aggregate yield, assuming that 
the weather should prove favorable during the 
eontinuanc® of the hay harvest. It is too 
early to make any ‘preciso ostimate of the 
prospects of the root crops, but i hardly a 
single instance is the opinion, so far as it can 
be formed, of an unfavorable character. With 
the reasonible certainty therefore of an énor- 
mous crop of hay, with the probability of an 
abundant supply of straw, and an encouraging 
auguty of the root crops turning out well, 
those who are more especially interested in 
stock-raising and feeding have gvery reason 
‘ed with the prospects beforethem, 
ndition of the pasture lands is in 
all respects favorable to the prosperity of the 
cheese manufacturer, ; 

Potatoes are likely to be plentiful, although 
severely attacked by their persistent enemy 
the Colorado Beetle, But the pest does not 
appear to. cauge all the alarm it formerly ex- 
cited, Probably farmers are more fully alive 
to the necessity for fighting it energetically, 
and have by this time learned how to do so 
most successfully. But nature provides an- 
other means of protection, the damage done 
by the beetles being more than made up by 
the rapid growth of the plant itself, wader 
the favorable conditions presented by the 
present season. 

From the districts where flax is cultivated 
the reports are satisfactory, as they also are 
with regard to buckwheat, which.is a staple 
of consumption with the French population of 
Quebec. Hops aj p to be doing well, and 
the grapevines, although backward are likely 
it would seem.to yield a good crop, Of fruit 
the prospects are not encouraging. Apples, 
in many instances, ave described as suffering 
from blight and the effect of frosts during the 


pate, will be below rather than above the 
average. Peaches seem likely to be nearly a 
failure this year, and plums also have been 


better. 


The accounts of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick are equally cheering with those 
from Ontario, The area under cultivation 
has been extended, an increased disposition 
being evinced to engage in agricultural pur- 
suits. An extraordinary visitation of cater- 
illars is spoken of ao having doourrél in New 
runswick, bitt-as no account is given of the 
ravages of the unwelcome invaders, it may be 
hoped they were limited in extent. 

At atime when in many branches of indus- 
try there has been a degree of dullness at 
times almost amounting to stagnation, and 
when the commercial classes generally are 
slowly recovering from its effects, there is 
great cause for thankfulness that so bright a 
Rroanest exists for our greatest national in- 
dustry, and that a scarcity of the first neces- 
saries of life is not likely to be added to other 
causes of depression. At present, of course, 
we are dealing mainly’ with anticipations yet 
to be realized, but it must be admitted that 
seldom at this period have the’ appearances 
presented been more full of promise,

The International Yacht Race. 


We some time ago gave full particulars 
concerning the yacht Countess of Dufferin, 
the representative of Canada in the forth- 
coming series of international yacht races 
at New York. Herewith we append, from 
the Turf, Field and Farm, a prominent 
sporting journal of New York, the follow- 
ing interesting details concerning the 
Madeleine, the chosen representative of the 
New York Yacht Club :— 


»‘' In the Spring 6f 1875 the Madeleine was 
parcliased by, her present owner, Commodore 
ohn S. Dickerson, of the Brooklyn Club. In 
the annual regatta of the New York Yacht 
Club for that year, sailed on June 16th, the 
Madeleine met her first defeat since her final 
alteration in the Spring of 1873. Here she 
came. in second, the Palmer beating her 18 
minutes 3 seconds actual time. On the 19th 
of the same month, at the regatta of the 
Brooklyn Club, "in a stiff north-west wind, the 
Madeleine made the run: from Bay Ridge to 
the lighthouse in 1:40, Sho lost the race, 
however, the Comet beating her on corrected 
time, but in actual time she led the Comet 
3:31, On July 11th sho led the fleet from 
Sandy Hook to Cape May, beating the Mo- 
hawk, Idler, Dreadnaught, Resolute and 
Rambler, The regatta at ‘Cape May on July 
13th was won by the Madeleine, she beatin 
the Mohawk, a much larger vessel, in actual 
time :51. During the cruise of the Brooklyn 
Club this year the Madeleine, as usual, led 
the flect in the runs from port to port.’

The Ayr Fire. 
(From the Glasgow News, June 17.) 


Ina few minutes those who had gathered 


‘round the Wie where the fire oringinated 


Were compelled to flee for theif lives, leaving 
portions of their clothing and all they pos- 
sessed in the mill behind. In the garret 
overhead, James Barr, fifty years of age, was 
working with twenty-five young women un- 
der his charge, On hearing the screams in 
the flat beneath he tried to keep the cries! of 
those who were apparently terror-stricken 
beneath from™ penetrating his own depart- 
ment and creating greater alarm than was 
necessary. He then ran down stairs, saw 
the imminent danger of the whole establish- 
ment, rushed mp and gave the alarm, but was 
too late to effect an escape for himself or 
others, a the staircase was all ablaze,and the 
smoke and fire were such as no one could pass 
through and live. The young women rushed 
-to the windows and called for that aid which 
could not be afforded them. ‘They gesticulat- 
ed and screamed and sobbed in the prospect 
of death, and implofed those outside to save 
their lives, 


Meanwhile the fire spread rapidly, the 
buildings one by one were enveloped, the 
flarnes shot high in the air,and before long the 
Spot where the helpless females had been vain- 
ly seeking for succor was reduced to ruins, 
and those who occupied it were lost beyond 
hope of recall, 


The old man Barr was, before the tire oblit 
erated everything, sen at one of the windows 
waving his hands, apparently calling for rescue, 
and a large nunber of the girls were holding by 
hint in the last lingering hope of hayin; tov 
lives spared, One young woman jumped from 
the height of four stories and foll heavily on 
the ground beneath. She expired ina few 
minutes. Another young girl appoared at a 
window screaming, “Her sister, a0 happened 
to be benéath, called out, ‘Jump out, or 
you'll be killed,” and the little girl instantly 
leaped over.

NEARLY ALL HIS DETACHMENT SLAIN. 


THE REDSKINS RETREAT 
AFTER VICTORY.

and charged the thickest portion of the camp. 
Nothing isknown of the operations of this 
detachment only as they trace it by the dead. 
Major Reno commanded the other seven 
companies, and attacked the lower part of the 
camp. The Indiany poured in a murderous 
fire from all directions ; besides the greater 
portion fought on horseback. Custer, his two 
“brothers, nephew, and brother-in-law were 
all killed, and not one of his detachment es- 
caped. ‘wo hundred and seven were buried 
in one place, and the killéd are estimated at 
300 with only 31 wounded. ‘Tlie Indigns'eur- 
rounded Reno's command and held them one 
day in the hill cut off from water until Gib- 
bons’ command came in sight, when they 
broke camp in the night and left, 

The 7th fought like tigers, and were over- 
come by mere brute force. he Indian loss 
cannot be'estimated asthey bore off and catch- 
ed most of their killed. 'The'Indians got ‘all | 
the arms of killed soldiers, There were 
seventeen commissioned officers killed, ‘The 
whole Custer family died at the head of their 
column. The exact loss ia not known, as | 
both adjutants and sergeant-major were kill- 


ed. ‘The Indian camp was from three to four | 
miles long, and 20-miles up the Little Horn | 
from its mouth. The above is confirmed by 
letters, which say Custer met with a fearful | 
disaster. Lieut, Crittenden, son of Gen, 
Crittenden, is among the killed. 


General George A. Custer, who met his 
death in a battle with the Western Indians 
as reported this morning, was born at New 
Rumley, Ohio, in 1839, and graduated at 
West Point Military Academy, in 1861. As 
a lieutenant of cavalry he was present at 
the battle of Bull Run, and in 1862 he 
acted as aide-de-camp to Gen. McClellan. 
He took part in over sixty engagements, 
and always as acayalry officer. About 
1872 Custer was put on frontier duty since 
which time he has been on western service, 
In his dealings with the Indians he has 
met with almost uniform success. In 1874 
he conducted a large military and scientific 
expedition into the Blue Mountain and 
Black Hills country, The scend of the 
battle in which Guster was killed, if the re- 
port is to be credited—and it comes con- 
firmed—is in Montanar.

CUSTER'S DISASTER. 


Lonpon, July 6.—The Times to-day has a 
special from Ragusa, which says there is a 
complete panic among Mifssulman Herzegov- 
inians at the approach of the Montenegrins, 
and they have taken refuge in the fortresses. 
The country is apparently abandoned.

Advices received from Semlin, a Hungar. 
ian town on the Danube, nearly opposite Bel- 
grade, state that there has been no serious 
fighting between the Servians and Turks since 
the latter’s victory at Saitschar. 

Dunvgv’, Iowa, July 6.—A fearful storm 
swept over this city last night, Rain com- 
menced falling about 10 o'clock and continued 
for 3 hours with a solid sheet of water, ac- 
companied by thunder and lightning, making 
it the worst storm ever experienced. Death 
and destruction are visible on every side. All 
the bridges on the waggon roads and railroads 
are swept away, and no trains can arrive or 
depart for several days. ; 
Houses were carried down stream by the 
torrents, and their occupants drowned. The 
cellars are filled with water and the stteots 
are washed out and live steck drowned. 

The village of Rockdale, twenty-seven miles 
from the city, built in a ravine on the stream, 
was inundated at the dead hour of night,while 
the storm was raging and the lightning tlash- 
ing, by the breaking away of amill dam some 
distance up stream, From the rush of water 
every building in the place was swept away 
by the flood,except a mill and their o>cupanta, 
carried away and drowned.

Then the 
sultans began to sell the sovereignty of 
Moldo-Wallachia to the highest bidder, 
who ruled with the title of Hospodar.. Of | 
cours these merceniry princes made the | 
most out of their period of power in squoez- | 
ing riches out of the oppressed people. 

The almost complote independénce now 
enjoyed by Moldo- Wallachia, or, as it is now 
called, Roumania, was a consedue: of 
the Crimean war. That war was wa; 
behalf of Turkey by the two Christian 

powers of England and France against 
Russia, Russia was decisively beaten, and 
with her defeat ceasedtom large degree her 
directyinfluonce in Rowinania. The allies 
could not consent to permit that influence | 
to remain ; yet, on the other hand, they | 
could not deliver Roumania over, bound 
hand and foot again,to the tendermerciesof 
the Turks, Roumania was, therefore, in- 
sured in her independence bythe European 
powers under their guarantee of _protec- 
tion from Russians on one side and Turks 
onthe other. It was still rogarded as 
tributary to theSultan ; but the onlymark 
of its vassalage which yot remains is, its 
obligation to pay a yearly tribute of $100,- 
000 into the Ottoman treasury. 

The people of Moltlo- Wallachia, though 
unhappily given pver to what seems invot- 
erate sloth and an inordinate love of friv- 
olous pleasure, are still a tall, strong, and 
comely race, ‘‘ with oblong countenance, 
black hair, thick and well-arched brows, a 
lively éye, small lips, and white “teeth.” 
The Wallachians are more vivacious and 
pleasure-loving than their Moldavian com- 
patriots ; amidst their indolence and ignor- 
ance, however, both peoples are sober, fru- 
gal, and courageous on occasion. It has 
beemremarked that while the Moldo-Wal- 
lachians of the vities and towns betray a 
Greek type of physiognomy, those of. the 
rural districts still retain marked Roman 
features. The upper classes are excessively 
and even ludicrously haughty. They keep 
themselves ostentatiously aloof from the 
rest of the community, and are not dispos- 
ed to be hospitable to strangers. The no-

the controlling political element, and still 
retain. no small portion of their formerly 
unquestioned authority, The ‘* boyards,’ 
or old Dacian nobility, have become much 
degenerated by the fashionable and dis- 
sipated life of the city, but the remains of 
the old landed aristocracy are still to be 
found in the rural districts. The country 
boyard is usually athletic and handsome, 
and retaining as he does the ancient nation- 
alicostume,is.a very picturesque personage. 
He wears a black Astrakhan cap shaped 
like a turban, a large mantle of fur or 
sheep-skin, this being, embroidered in gay 
colors, It is observed that the costumes of 
the upper Wallachian. peasants, with their 
sandals, cloaks, and tunics, are very simi- 
lar to those worn by the Roman peasantry 
in the days of the empire, 

The state religion of Roumania is that 
of the Greek Church, which comprises al- 
most the entire population. Every village 
has its sanctuary—a very curious edifice, 
low, but witha very high and slender 
spire. As in Servia, the Rounanian 
Church is virtually independent af the 
jurisdiction of the Patriarch of Constanti- 
nople, choosing its own head, bishops and 
priests. The curates ofthe churches are 
elected from among the people, and after 
performmg their clerical functions on Sun- 
day, return to their secular ayocation, 
which may be that of a shepherd, farmer, 
or wood-cutter, on week-days. The Rou- 
nianian priests are generally ignorant and 
unprogressive, andcontentthemselyes with 
the humdrum perforntance of the religious 


rites. Many are the superstitions and 
traditions peculiar to the Roumanian 
Greeks. The practice of procuring abso- | 


lution by the payment of fees is carried to 
afar greater extent than in the Romish 
Church ; the Roumanian is able easily to 
compound for any sin he may commit, —if 
he only has the requisite funds, Miracles 
abound ; theré is scarcely a plaster’ imige 
ofa saint in the country that has not some 
supernatural property or power. Holy 
water blessed by the bishops is said to pro- 
tect one from the ‘‘ evil-eye,” from witch- 
craft and disease ; if preserves cattle from 
lightning andthe forests from blight, a | 
house from fire and a ship from shipwreck, | 
Unlike the Romish Church, too, that of 
the Moldo-Wallachians provides for an4 
easy divorce. The secular power in Rou- 
mania has not yet anieceodod in freeing it- 
self from the bonds which unite it with the 
Church. The country is full of monas- 
tories, which have been able to preserve 
their wealth through all the vicissitudes of 
war and pillage,

A Philadelphia Horror. 


FOUR MEN DESTROYED BY NITRO-GLYCERINE 
—EXPERIMENTING WITH DYNAMITE. 
p Pumaverrat, July 4. 
H. H. Bucker, M. D., Edward Bucker, 

Bernard Klosti, and William H. Young, 
residents of the First Ward in this city,met 
with a horrible death to-day at noon by 
the explosion of a can of nitro-glycerine. 
The men were experimenting with Greek 
fire for the purpose of perfecting a peculiar 
system of illumination for the neighborhood. 
Young’s body was almost completely sever- 
edbycollision withsome heavy substance, 
and the bodies of the other yictims were 
burnt beyond recognition. A hole eight 
by ten feet was made in the ceiling of the 
house, and the building was “charred. 
Bucker, who 'is a druggist and chemist, has 
for years been experimenting in the pro- 
perties of dynamite, sulphuric acid, and 
other explosive chemicals,and it was to see 
that what he hat-predicted would be the 
result*of his investigation that he invited 
the other men to his house. Bucker, who 
was sitting at the second story window at 
the time of the explosion, narrowly escaped 
death, He was rescued from the burnmg 
building by a passing stranger,

-| A pleasant run across the lake brought us 
~ | to Oswego shortly after noon on Monday. 

On nearing the harbor, it was evident from 
the profuse display of bunting that Oswego 
was dressed in her best holiday garb. 
‘Arriving at the wharf, the team were met 
by a deputation from the 48th regiment, con+ 
sisting of Col. Cook, Adjt.-Genoral of the 
Brigado Division, Lt.-Col, Houghton, 48th, 
Major Fisher, Captain and Adjutant Thomp- 
son, and other officers of the 48th, and driven 
to the State Armory, where they were 
formally received and welcomed by General

The amateurs, though none of them had 
what could be termed a large collection, yet 
displayed some noticeably fine flowers, equal- 
ing in quality, if not in number, those of the 
professionals, 

Though the number of exhibitors was small, 
yet their exhibits ocoupied nearly the entire 
space available for display, and as the arrange- 
ment of the plants had been placed in 
thoroughly competent hands, tho effect was 
charming. . 

A very fine sight presented itself from the 
stage, the hall resembling a large garden, in 
which the most brilliant and beautiful colors 
were intermixed with harmonious and pleas- 
ing effect. A gentleman from Kingston, who | 
is a great admirer of flowers, expressed warm } 
approval of the display, which he said far 
surpassed any recently made in the city of 
his residence. It was suggested,and we trust 
that the suggestion has been or will be acted 
upon, that the scene should be photographed, 
as a memento of the occasion. The most 
skilful artist would fail to portray the rich

Curcaco, June 7.—A special to tho Times 
from Bismarck recounts the late enoounter 
with tho Indians. On the morning of tho 
25th an Indian village, twenty miles above 
the mouth of Little Horn, was reported about 
| threo miles long and half a mile wide and fif- 
Custer pushed his com-

march of’ seventy-eight miles in 24 hours, 
pkeceding the battle. 

When noar the village it’ was dis®vered 
that the Indians were moving in hot haate, as 
if retreating. 

Reno, with soven companies of the 7th cav- 
alry, was ordered to tho left to attack the 
village at its head, while Custer, with five 


companies, went to the right and commenced 
& vigorous attack, 

Reno fell on them with three companies of 
cavalry and was almost instantly surrounded, 
and after one hour or more of vigorous fight- 
ing, during which he lost Lieuts. Hodgson and 
McIntosh, and Dr, Dewolf and twelve men, 
with severe! Indians scouts killed and many 
wounded, He cut his way through to the 
river and gained a bluff 300 {ect in height 
where he entrenched and was soon joined by 
Col. Benton, with four companies, 

In the meantimo the Indians resumed the 
attack, making repeated and desperate charges 
which were repulsed with great slaughter to 
@he Indians, They gained higher ground 
than Reno occupied, and as the arms wero 
longer in range and better than the Cayalry’s, 
they kept up a fire until night fall. During 
the night Reno strengthened his position and 
was prepared for another attack, which was 
made at day light. The day wore on, Reno 
had lost in killed and wounded a large portion 
of his command, forty odd having been killed 
before the bluff was reached. Many of them 
ina hand to hand conflict with the Indians, 
who outnumbered them 10 to 1, and his men 
had been without water for 36 hours, 

The suffering was heartrending. In this 
state of affairs they determined to reach ial 
water at all hazards, and Col. Benton made 
a rally with his Company ang routed the maia 
body of the Indians, who were guarding the 
approach to the river. 

The Indian sharp shooters were nearby op- 
posite the mouth of the ravine through which 
the brave boys approached the river, but the 
attempt was made, and though one man was 
killed and seven wounded the water was gain- 
ed and the command relieved. 

When the fighting ceased for the night, 
Reno further prepared for attacks. There 
had been forty-eight hours fighting with no 
word from Custer, twenty-four hours more of 
fighting and the suspense ended, when the 
Indians abandoned their village in great 
haste and confusion, Reno knew then that 
succor Was near at hand, 

Gen, Terry with Gibbon commanding his 
own infantry, had arrived. Soon an officer 
came rushing into camp and related that he 
had found Custer dead, stripped naked but 
not mutilated, and near him his two brothers 
Col. Tom and Boston Custer, his brother-in- 
law Col. Calhoun and his nephew Col. Yates, 
Col. Keough, Capt. Smith, Lieut. Crittenden, 
Lieut. Sturgis, Col..Cooke, Lieut. Porter, 
Lieut. Harrington, Dr. Lord Mack Kellogg. 
the Bismarck 7Z'ribune correspondent and 190 
men and scouts, only one Crow scout remained 
to tell the tale. ‘All are dead.” 

Custer was surrounded on every side by In- 
dians and horses and fell as they fought on the 
skirmish line or in line of battle. Custer was 
among the last who fell, but when his cheer- 
ing voice was no longer heard, the Indians 
made easy work of the remainder, 

The bodies of all, save the newspaper cor- 
respondent, were stripped, and most of them 
were horribly mutilated, Custer was not mu- 
tilated. He was shot through the body and 
through the head. 

Col. Smith arrived at Bismarck Wednesday 
night, with 35 of the wounded. The Indians4 
lost heavily in the battle. The Village num. 
bered 1800 lodges, and it is thought there wore 
4,000 warriors. . 

Gen. Custer was directed by Gen. Terry to 
find and feel for the Indians but not to fight 
unless Terry arrived with the infantry and 
with Gibbons’ Column. ‘The casualities foot 
up 261 killed and 52 wounded,

Where is Tecumseh Buried ?

Thames, This is but tardy justice to one 
who lost hisife in sustaining the, honor 
and power of England on this continent. 
It is doubtful, however, if his resting place 
will over be found, arch has many 
times boon carefully made without suc 
In 1845 Twas a ‘resident of the neighbor 
hood of Moraviantown ; indeed my home 
was at the Tocumsch House, a y ido 
tavern on the battle ground, and while 
there many facts of interest came to my 
knowledge. ‘Tho Tecumseth House was a 
stopping place forthe line of stages be- 
tween Windsor and Hamilton. Sometimes 
two.or, three stages aday, loaded with 
Americans ftom the west, going to tho 
eastern markets, would stop there, and the 
general topic of discourse among the pas- 
sengers wad the death of Tecumseh and in- 
vidents of the battlein which hewas killed.

Tecumseh had made a rude breastwork of | 


logs, portions of which were lying on the 
ground at this time. Near tho spot on 
which the tavern stands, ono ‘small field 
piece was placed so as to sweep the road as 
the enemy should npprondt Procter see- 
ing,as ho thought, the helplessness of mak- 
ing a stand against such overwhelming 
numbers, had reached Delaware, , some 
twenty-five miles east, before a sliot had 
been fired. As the Americans came slowly 
onward from Thamesville, where they had 
encamped the night before, Col. Johnson 
was ordered with a body of mounted rifle- 
men to turn to the left, gain the highland 
spoken of, and outflank ‘Tecumseh and his 
braves, who were believed by the Am 
cans to be occupying a position somewh 
further east. Col. Johnson and his Ken- 


tucky riflemen, however, came dixectly up- 
on Tecumseh’s position, where a desperate 
hand-to-hand fight took place, and where 
the brave Shawnee chief fell by a shot tropa 
t 18 


the pistol of Col. Johnson himself. 
further stated that Johnson's Kentuc 
barbarously flayed the dead chief, taking 
strips of his skin home asmementoes of their 
prowess. I have already indicated that the 
position chosen was a good one, Yor had the, 
Americans been defeated their retreat 
would haye been yery difficult, With the 
river on their left, low swampy ground on 
their right, the Indians, occupying ‘a high 
ridge of dry ground on their flank, could 
haye terribly annoyed them as they were 
finding their way back to the cleared lands 
below Thamesville. 

The late Mr.Cornwall, who wasatonetime 
member of Paxliament for the Western 
District, informed the writer that on the 
evening before the battle he was out hunt- 
ing his father’s cows when he came to an 
encampment of Indians who were feasting 
on steak from one of the cows he was seek- 
ing. Tecumseh was there, sitting on a log 
a short distance from his warriors. Mr. 
Cornwall says that he was a large, fierce 
looking man, dressed in deerskin leggings 
and shirt, elaborately ombroidered jwith 
porcupine quills. He wore, around his 
waist a British officer's sash, and from his 
neck was suspended a large silver medal 
which had been presented to him by the 
British Government. Deér-skin moccasins 
encased his feet. Said Mr. Cornwall : 
“He chatted with me for some time in 
pretty good English, patting me on the 
read ‘and oxpressing regret that they had 
killed our cow, but that it should be made 
all right.” During my residence with Mr. 
Watts at the Tecumseh House, found many 
tokens of the battle which had taken place 
there, in the shape of bayonets and bones 
of the slain. I had many conversations with 
the old chief Jacobs and with other Indians 
as well as with aged white people in the 
hborhood as to the burial place of 
imseh,but could learn nothing definite. 
It is supposed that his body was taken 
some miles north in the woods and there 
safely deposited by some of his faithful 
warriors who survived the terrible struggle 
at the edge of that black ash swamp,

Rest—Repose Sleep. 


Ono needs rest. from cares, watchings, and 
mental excitement quite as much as from 
manual labor, Indeed, brain work is much 
more oxhausting than mere body work. Ono 
may sot his physicial machinery in modorate 
motion, and keep it in vigorous action, with 
brief stops to Iubricate or feed, day in and 
day out, without exhaustion, _ Manual Iabor- 
era, who, do not dissipate, are invariably, 
sound alecpers ; whilo the writer, teach 
speaker, and thinker, is liable to wakefulne 
owing to his greater mental activity. 

Tho laborer noeds rest, food, and sleep to 
restore him ; while the thinker needs these, 
and also a period of mental repose before 
sleeping, to establisi equilibrium between 
body and brain, His mind must not be kept 
on astretch, The mental bow must be un- 
bent, or even his sleep will be fatiguing i 
atead of restful« and restoring. Watching 
night after night with the sick, and sleeping 
in snatches, is unsatisfactory. Besides tho 
duty of Vigilance obliges the watcher to car- 
ry his or her paticht constantly in mind, and 
this wears mo out, 

Whori possible, we'should shape our course 
aa to tako enough out-of-door fresh air and 


monious notion, and give the whole ample 
time for rest, reposo and recuperation, 
Sloop is “nature's xweot restorer,” Lot us 
make sure of this, even thongh our food be 
insufliciont.

The Hog Bouncer. 
(Brom the Scientific American.) 
The above is the name of a simple device 


- | invented by jthe ‘cattle yard’ men at West 


Albany, N..Y., to’ induce hogs to move 
from tho cars in which they aro transported 
to the yard. Pigs, as’ a rule, are not of 
| accommodating dispositions'; and when it 
comes to prevailing upon a car-load of them 
to move along upon a narrow gangway, the 
first ones that start upon the plank are apt to 
decline to, proceed further, and_so block the 
egress: of the rest. This necessitates an 
astonishing amount of patience and beating 
besides unlimited strong language, ‘and of 
course often delays a cattle train for some 
time, The new invention for persuading the 
animal to pass ou is the hog bouncer, cata by 
bringing one end of the gangway plank to a 
firm support, then under the other end, two 
double car..springs-are..placed. A powerful 
lever and a spring catch complete the whole 
device, Before’ the car ‘door is opened, the 
platform is carried down so as to compress the 
springs by tho lever, and the catch is hooked, 
‘The hogs are then allowed to pass along the 
platform, ‘and’solong as they moye along 
properly, ‘the plank ‘ia undistirbed ; but as 
soon as a crowd Congrogates and vociferously 
objects to going further, the catch is spri 
One end of the platform flies about three feet 
upward, and the result iv a shower of livin 
porkers, shiot over the heads anid upon the soft 
bodies of the drove. "They are seldom injur- 
ed, but vastly astonished ; and itis needless 
to add that the blockade is at once dispelled.

| house, with five windows in the: front, and 


large balcony, full of mignonette and ye- 
ranivms throughout. the summer. Fora 
long time nothing was known of its inhabit- 
ants beyond tho information contained in 
the dirdctory, where | they were registered 
ds Miss Keith-and Miss Indianw Keith. -In- 
deod, for ten. years our square was kept.in 
total ignorance of their history. By sight, 
wo all knew them well, for frequently, if 
tho weather were fair, theY wore to be seen 
walking in the square garden, and wore 
gonerally accompanied by a dark complex- 
ioned but a protty little girl, and a Hindu, 
who, though dressed like an English woman, 
yas supposed to ‘be an ayah. The little 
Lolia, who must haye been threo: or four 
years old when they first came to Number

Mr, J. H. Hambly was prepared to should- 
er the whole onus of the matter, his action 
being solely in the interest of the town.

Mr. Beatty thought the Chairman of Fi- 
nance had spoken with more force than dis- 
cretion.

(Mr. Beatty) nor the Monthly Auditor had

Length of Modern Campaigns. 


The great social feature*of the present 
day is ‘pace ;” everything goes ahead, and 
armies must conform to this rapid order of 
things. Accordingly, military operations 
and results which used to occupy years are 
now compressed into months ; it might al- 
most be said weeks. The war of 1859 was 
declared by Austria on April 26 ; the first 
action, Montebello, was fought on May 19; 
and the war’ was finished at Solferino on 
July 24. In 1866 the Prussians virtually 
declared war by crossing the Austrian 
frontiors on June 23 ; and in seven weeks 
the latter power was forced to come to terms 
at tho very gates of her capital. Prussia 
received the French declaration of war on 
July 19, 1870. On Sept! 2 France's last 
army in the field was destroyed at Sedan, 
and the last shots were fired on Feb. 2, 
1871,» Here, then, we haye at once an im- 
mense saving of life... The long delays, 
which meant for the soldier, exposure to 
weather and to sickness ; the defective 
communications entailing insufliciont food; 
the slowly dragging campaign with all its 
privations and we ships—all these fertile 
sources of disease and death lave vanished, 
or are vanishing. It is true that the French 
soldiors both in and out of Metz suffered 
terrrbly from want of proper food and sup- 
plies ; but it must be remembered that 
their administration was exceptionally bad, 
and the very magnitude of their thease 
will prevent a repetition of them. Lot us, 
for comparison, take one or two instances 
from the wars of the first Napoleon. Hore 
ix tho state of his ariny ditring thé’imvasion 
of Russia in 1812, not, after®but- before 
meeting the énenly otherwise then"in small 
skirmishes : 

“From the wantof magazines and the 
impossibility of conveying an adequate sup- 
ply of provisions for so immense a host, 
disorders of every kind had accumulated 
in a frightful manner on ‘the’ flanks and 
rear of the army, Neither bread ‘nor spirits 
could be had; the flesh of ovérdriven 
animals and bad water constituted tho 
Whole subsistence of the goldjors, * * * 
and before a great part of the army had 
ever soon thé enemy, it had undergone a 
greater loas than might haye been ‘expeet- 
| ed from the most blood When 
tho stragglers and. sic 
aura and wounded the total reached 100,- 

.

In a recent issue we pointed out, at con- 
siderable length, that the course of the 
present. Government towards the active 
militia of tho country was likely, if perse- 
Yered in, to result in tho total destruction 
of the force.

“Tt appears that during the afternoon a 
number of the Orange Association, passing 
through Millstreet, to and from Portland 
wearing their sashes, in several instances 
were attacked, and, generally, they have 
thought hest to fly. Some, however, used 
reyolvers. One man named Thompson 
shot a young man named Burke, who, it is 
said, was not interfering with the Orange- 
men. Burke, who lives on George street, 
is being attended by two doctors, An- 
other boy was fired at, but the shot passed 
through his pants without striking him. 
The disturbances extended from Pond 
streot to Paradiso Row. Some of the 
Orangemen received rough handling. The 
Militia, under arms, was disbanded at 4:30 
o'clock. The Orangemen belonging to the 
outlying districts are returning to their 
homes as quickly as they can.

The Orange Societies went on a pic-nic 
to-day to Sylvan Grove. A parade was at 
contemplated, but abandoned, many pre~ 
ferring a pic-nic- No demonstration what- 
ever took place, and eyerything went off 
quietly.

THE UNITED STATES PLAYED OUT ! 


A SOBNE IN QU OWN HARBOR. 


A Queenstown (Ireland) vorrespondent 
of tho London Daily News writes: Dur- 
ing the spring and carly sommor of the 
present yoar the homeward bound steamers 
have beon carrying an exceptional number 
of-atearage passengers. In each of those 
homeward voyages the great. steamers of 
the White Star line, for instance, have been 
conveying from 400 to 500 steerago passen- 
gera—a number not far short of that car- 
ried in their outward bound voyages. ‘Tho 
inquiry appoared of no little intorest—To 
what [causes is” owing this exceptionally 
great influx ? Wo hear much of the bad 
condition of most industries in the United 
States. {I've boon there and come back,” 
one woman was heard to say, ‘and my ad- 
vice is, don’t go while the times are bad. 
They're bad cnough here—but here ye 
know the worst—you have your friends to 
help ye, and bedad if yo starve afther all 
its some comfort to starve among yer own 
folk.» But in America ye'd haye ne'er a 
friond but your own pocket. Whin that 
‘ud be played out, it’s a mess yo'd be in,an 
no mistake.” It was noon when the tug 
ran up under the long black side of 
the Coltic, as the huge Atlantic liner 
lay off the mouth of Queenstown 
harbor. From stem to stern — the 
whole range of her nettings was lined 
with eager faces. The cabin passengers 
stood aloft on the hurricane deck, above 
the amidships deck-house. My concern was 
with the people on the deck. Their aspect 
was not prepossessing at a cursory view,

Wild faces half hidden by unkempt locks, 
rough beards, and long moustaches, glow- 
ered out from under battered Fenian hats. 
Where beards were not worn stubbles were, 
beard and stubbles alike discolored by to- 
bacco-chewing. Some had their throats 
muffled in frowsy comforters, others show- 
ed their throats bare, lean, red and sinewy. 
There were long-booted, ea-jacketed, 
slouch-hatted fellows. In the crowd 
there was nota clean shirt to be seon. 
Most of the women were slatternly in as- 
pect, and the children, of whom there was 
quite a surprising number, seemed healthy 
indeed, but as regards their exterior had 
run rather to soed. As I reached the deck 
and looked around me, my first impression 
was that three-fourths of my neighbours 
looked eligible candidates for a casual ward. 
That first impression remained, Two men 
were making up their scanty bundles under 
the lee of one of the deck-houses—one, the 
younger man, who had but one eye, had 
aaa out only a few years ; his companion, 
a dry, suspicious old fellow, had been fifteen 
yearsin the States. ‘The one-eyed man was 
a pessimist.” “Oh, begorra, if they only had 
the cash there wouldn’t be ships enough to 
hould them coming home—English, Irish, 
Dutch, every kind. There's no labor ; all 
the shops is shut; an’ faith, there's men 
been twenty years out an’ forced home now 
wid sheer starvation.” But the old fellow 
would not accept this view. ‘‘D ——d good 
counthry,” said he, with a snarl. “* Be as 
right as iver it wor in two years,” and with 
that he shouldered his pack and trudged oft 
to the Queenstown tug, which speedily 
sheered off with a cargo of passengers, 
whose luggage did not make a great show. 
A yelluw-bearded miner was lounging in 
the gangway—a keen-eyed Welshman, with 
a curious dialect, made up of the Yankee 
drawl engrafted on the clipped Cymrig ac- 
cent ; he was attired in along black sur- 
tout of preternatural seediness. Work in 
coal and iron mines was very bad, he testi- 
fied, all through Pennsylvania State ; for 
the last two years miners had been work- 
ing only three months in the year at low 
wages—two dollars a day, say ; and idling 
the rest of the time. Up to coal mines 
single men must pay $20 a month board, 
and when there's ‘‘’spension,” as they call 
it, when the market is glutted, how can 
men liye? Heap.of people coming home 
on account of bad times, A  sententious 
gentleman with a long chin tuft and 
extremely dirty linen propounds his sen- 
timents. He regards restlessness as the 
main cause for the mumber of home- 


coming passengers. ‘Times are not good 
in the States—that he owns—but they 


might be worse. If the people are so hard 
up, how the thunder do they find the 
means to come home? Well, America is 4 
country in which there’s room enough to 
turn round anyhow, ‘To which reflection 
another responds that, ‘‘ Aye, too much 
room, there’s the imiuchiek ; meyer can 
touch sides or bottom !” I make the ac- 
quaintance of a group of young women, 
who turn out to be servant girls, not im- 
proved by their sojournin the land of 
freedom. Their knowledge of America is 
confined to the -Eastern cities, which 
they assert are over-crowded with ‘‘helps,” 
and one, in corroboration of this assertion, 
produces anumberof the New York Herald, 
in which there are four columns of adyer- 
tisements from servant girls wanting places. 
Female helps advertise themsel\ es willing 
tomake beds and sweep, floors,, but not 
empty slops, and when engaged and arviye, 
won't stay on any terms when they find 
that they are to live in the country. 
“Why,” thoy say, “we can’t live right 
away in the wilderness. Why, you've got 
no church here, and no-places of amuse- 
ment.”

structions in tho way of our progress. We 
have usually followed the old practice of 
waiting till the dew was off before beginning 
to open our hay on the morning of the 
second day, buboccasionally, having taken 
down an xtra large athotint on the day 
previotts, and knowing that hard day's 
work was before us, we have commenced 
opening our-cocks carly in the morning, in 
some vases an hour or more before the dew 
was dried from the stubble. 

Tt sooma decidedly odd to be opening and 
spreading hay that was nearly dry upon 
stubble so wet with dew as to soak the 
shoos on the fect, but knowing that if the 
hay was all to be put in the barn during 
that day, it was only a choice betweon dow 
in the morning or dew in the evening, We 
choso.the former, and we went at it with 
a confidence that was increased with ovory 
experiment of the kind, until now wo have 
no hesitation whatever about opening hay 
in fair weather as soon after sunrise as it is 
convenient, It is better towork on hay 
early in the morning than lato in the after- 
noon. The middle of tho day, say from 
ten o'clock in the forenoon until three or 
half-past three in the afternoon is the best 
time for drawing hay to the barns. Hay 
put in during these hours may be stowed 
away considerably greener than later in the 
day and with perfect safety. Farmers do 
not generally realize how much hay is 
dried while being carted and moved away, 
if it is put in during the heat of the day. 

The use of machinery for harvesting the 
hay crop has made it necessary, or, at 
least, advisable to modify our old time 
practices and methods of handling our 
rass and hay while cutting and curing it. 
Vhen mowing with scythes, itis much 
easier to cut the grass when the dew is on, 
but the machines run decidedly better and 
more easily when the grass is nearly free 
from dew. 

We cannot always do all our own work 
just when we would like to, but when 
things can be made to move according to 
a previously prepared programme, we 
ways do all our machine mowing in tho 
afternoon, after it is too late to be carting 
hay. Between four o'clock and seven, 
while the men and boys are putting up the 
green hay, or doing the chores, we can al- 
ways cut as much grass ascan be taken 
care of the next day. It is nearly free from 
dew at this time, and on the following morn- 
ing it begins todry as soon as the sun gets 
fairly up. If the season is advanced and 
the grass fully grown, and the tedder is 
used freely during the early part of the day, 
such hay may, in good weather, be suffici- 
ently cured without standing iv the cock 
over night. This “practice saves a great 
deal of hard work, besides avoiding the risk 
from bad weather, We can never know

In the first placo, boe-keeping in its most

taken in hand and thoroughly curried, 
brushed and cleaned, from ten to fifteen 
minutes being spent by a hostlor upon éach 


horse. A damp woollen cloth is always 
rubbed over the coat of a horse after being 
curried and brushed. This seryes to re- 
move all loose dandraff, and to give that 
fine, glossy, sleok appearance so noticeable 
in the animals of this stable. 

The horses are fed nothing in the morn- 
ing excepting the eight ears of corn. After 
being led back to the stalls when cleansed, 
they are then ready for work. The same 
process of currying, brushing, and cleaning 
1s also gone through with at noon and at 
night, at the close of their forenoon and 
afternoon’s work.

Considerable excitement is felt in the 
Swansea district in conseqenco of the stop- 
page of the steel works at Landore. The 
works are very extensive, employing about 
two thousand men making steel by Siemen's 
patent. 

When a man is seen reeling through the 
streets of London, the English people don’t 
use that vulgar expression, ‘‘ Look at that 
drunken fellow.” They say, ‘‘ Thete isa 
man who has been contributing to the rev- 
enue,” 

There were 2,474 births and 1,280 deaths 
registered in London during the week end- 
ing June 17. Allowing for increase in pop- 
ulation, the births exceeded by 228 and the 
deaths were 56 below the average in the 
corresponding week of the last 10 years, 
Several hundred men in the Workboard | 
branch of the Sheffield scissors trade, who 
had for months been on strike for thirty | 
per cent higher wages, have resumed work | 
on the old terms. In the interval large | 
quantities of German scissors haye actually 
been sold in Sheftield itself. 

The bills of mortality in Paris for the | 
week ending June, 24 show a diminution of 
38 from the previous return, the numbers 
being 865 and 903. The deaths from small- 
pox were 15 ; those from measles had de- 
creased from 45 to 37 ; bronchitis from 31 
to 15, and lung diseases from 78 to 17. 

The total earnings of all the railways in 
India during the year 1885 was £6,388,923 
as compared with £7,720,120 in 1874, al- 
though the number of miles open in the 
former year was 6,361, as against 6,018 in 
the latter. The average receipts per mile 
were £22 3s. in 1875, and £24 7s, in 1874. 


Within fifteen years, Turkey has been | 
brought, by means of continuous borrow- 
ing, to owe 267,000,000 of Turkish pounds, 
bearing an average interest of nime per 
tent. perannum, The country only pro- 
duces an ihcome of £20,000,000 Turkish 
rannum, and this income is every year | 
lecreasing. 

A gunner named Charlton, who was 
sentenced to four months’ imprisonment 
for insubordination, has returned to the 
Herbert Hospital, at Woolwich, having lost 
both his feet. It isaftirmed that he was 
confined in a dark cell at Millbank for 
forty-eight hours, and that his feet were 
frost-bitten in consequence. 

Warwickshire, England, boasts of a noy- 
elty in schoolmasters, A ker at the 
meeting of the Chamber of Agriculture 
said that in a district where the population 
was about one to about every five acres of 
land, there was a board school, the master 
of which was a butcher, cattle dealer, 
farmer, postmaster, paid overseer and or- 
ganist. 

The Secretary of State for War has been 
asked by Mr. Price, in the House of Com- 
mons, ‘ toconsider the expediency of ex- 
tending to officers of the regular service 
the privilege which has been already ac- 
corded to officers of the militia and volun- 
teers, of retaining theic rank and wearing 
their uniform on retirement after a certain 
length of service.” 

Atthe Chesterfield police court, recently, 
Arthur Slater, chemist, of New Whitting- 
ton, was fined £2 10s. and costs, under the 
Adalteration Act, for haying,when making 
up medicine from a written prescription, 
put in an impfoper quantity of one of the 
ingredients. He had doubled the quantity 
prescribed of iodide of potassium. 


There is an antiquarian exhibition about 
fo be opened at Rheims, France, under the 
patronage of the Archbishop, and to this 
a simple-minded savant desired to send 
some flint instruments and other pre- 
historic remains. The Archbishop will not 
allow these objects to be admitted,as they 
tend to throw discredit on Biblical chrono- 
logy. 

The remains of Mr. Nathan David Gar- | 
rick, great-great-nephew of David Garrick, 
were interred in the cemetery at Kensal 
Green, on Saturday, June 10. The de- 
ceased gentleman was sixty-sevon years of 
age. le had in his possession several 
relics of the great actor, and he has be- 
ueathed the Zoflany portrait to the National 


Gallery. 


Seven Chinése officers have arrived at 
Berlin—a captain and six lieutendants— 
with credentials from their Government, 
and a request to the Government of.

Candidates fc cond class certificates 
are required to answer at least one of all | 
the quostions propounded in cach of the teat 
subjocts—Grimmar and Arithmetic—and the 
paper in Arithmetic at the recent examination 
was so difficult, that every one of the candi- 
dates failod to reach tho required per contage, 
a thing without precedent in the experience 
of the Board of South Hastings. The exam- 
iners were, consequently, compelled to enforce 
the regulation and withhold Second class cer- 
tiflcates, Third class Certificates were, how- 
ever, awarded to three of the candidates, 
| whoso answering appeared satisfactory to the 


or tho fow previous 


examiners. 
For Third class County Certiticates there 
were eighty-five candidates, of whom thirty- 
three succeeded in passing the examination ; 
but as two of these are not of the full age re- 
quired by the regulations, the examiners could 
not grant them certificates, ‘There were, con- 
sequently, only thirty-one Certificates issued, 
which with the three allowed to the unsuc- 
cessful Second class candidates, make up a to- 
tal of thirty-four Third class County Certifi- 
cates issued in South Hastings. The failures 
in this class were almost entirely in Arithme- 
fic, and the Examinors desire again to call the 
attention of intending candidates to the neces- 
sity of a thorough preparation in this essential 
subject, According to a regulation of the 
Board of Examiners, each candidate’is required 
to obtain credit for at least forty per cent. of 
the full value of the questions proposed in 
Grammar and Arithmetic ; and it will be very 
difficult for candidates to reach this standard 
without careful and thorough preparation.

DAGUURRE'S BARLY LIFE, 

At the comiienceiient of the present 
century, there was at Paris w scene-puinter 
of the name of Degotti, who painted the 
linest scenes of the Grand Opera. At his 
celebrated studio this master produced 
traly wonderful pictures. 

He taught numerous pupils who, by 
their natural disposition, were more in- 
clined to independence of color and free- 
dom of pencil than towards the school of 
the academy. One of the followers of

The youthful 
Daguerre gladly chose the carcer of an 
artist. From his tenderest childliood, as 
woon; indeed, as he could hol@ it betwoon 
his tingers, he had exhibited a wonderful 
facility with the pencil. He excelled in 
rendering with fidelity the most difficult 
vtfects. of the boldest perspective ; he 
studied specially scenic effect, and he soon 
found himself at home in Degotti's studio, 
where he was not long in equalling, and 
then excelling,the talent of his master.

The following communication to the Now 
York Herald will be read with interest, the 
gallant officer whom it culogizes having

Among the heroic officers who fell within 
a few feet of the brave Custer, was his bo- 
som friend and companion for yeara, Brevet 
Lieutenant-Colonel William Winer Cooke, 
Adjutant of the Seventh Cavalry. In Gen- 
eral Custer's we “Life on the Plains,” 
he mentions frequently the gallant exploits 
of Col. Cooke ; and in a paragraph, when 
relating his selection of an officer to com- 
mand the ‘‘sharpshooters” of the Seventh, 
he thus speaks of him ;— 

_ ‘The difficulty was not in tinding an of- 
ficer properly qualified in every way to 
command the sharpshooters, but among so 
many who I felt contident would render a 
good account of themselves if assigned to 
that position, to designate a leader par ex- 
cellence. The choice fell upon Col. Cooke, 
a young officer, whose acquaintance the 
reader will remember to have made in con- 
nection with the plucky fight he had with 
the Indians near Fort Wallace the preced- 
ing summer, Colonel Cooke, at the break- 
ing out of the rebellion, although then but 
a lad of sixteen years, entered one of the 
New York cavalry regiments, commencing 
at the foot of the ladder.._e served in the 
avalry arm of the service throughout the 
war, particularly in Sheridan’s closing bat- 
tles near Richmond, his services and gal- 
lantry resulting in hispromotion to the rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel. While there were 
many of the young officers who would haye 
been pleased if they, instead of another, 
had been chosen, there was no one in the 
command, perhaps, who did not regard the 
selection as a most judicions one. Further 
events only confirmed this judgment.” (p.

Sitting Bull Reinforced. 


New York, July -A Tribune special 
from Sage Creek, W. T., July 19th, says :— 
Out of 2,300 Cheyennes belonging to the Red 
Cloud Agency, all have gone north except 
about 300 men and ohildren. There has been 
a great demand for ammunition, the Indians 
have oven offered a pony for thirty rounds of 
About one hundred Indians were 
wounded in Gen, Crook's fight, on Rose Bud, 
in June, and they are now distributol among 
the friends at the Agency. There* is much 
mourning for Indians, from that Agency, who 
were killed in that engagement. The Indi- 
ans acknowledge a loss of 86 killed in Gen. 
Crook's fight, and a loss of about 280 in Ge: 
Custar’s fight. 

Red Cloud has armed and sent out a great 
many wartiors to Sitting Bull-—eyon taking 
the rations of beef issued onthe 10th from 
the women and. children to supply these war- 
riors with something to eat on the way north. 
Out of 13,000 Indians, belonging to the 
Agency, there are 4,000 not present now, and 
the Agont is no longer ablo to deny that his 
Indians have mostly gone north to join Sitting 
Bull. Many were mounted ready for going 
after the sun dance of last June, but were re- 
strained.

The failures in the United States within 
that period numbered 4,600, with liabilities

AL ANCHOR. 

The Herald says : The vessel was at an- 
chor, and it is supposed that the squall being 
socn orders had been given the sailing mas- 
ter to make sail and scud. Judging from the 
statements of eye-witnesses itis quite evident 
that tho sailing master, Captain Roland, gave 
orders to hoist the fore sheets before he had 
thought of hoisting his anchors apesak. The 
consequence was that when the sqnall struck 
the yacht she suddenly forged ahead, and 
hoing tied down by lier anchor, capsized, her 
masts falling prone upon the surface of . the 
water within three seconds of time. The 
sodden shower of rain which was the _precur- 
sor of the storm, had driven into the cabin all 
the passengers, ‘Dhoy were Vice Commodore 
Garner ; bis wife, Mra, Garner ; Miss Adele 
Hunter, Miss Edith Sybil May,Gardner How- 
land, L. B. Montant ‘and Colonel Schuyler 
Crosby, The cabin boy, Sullivan was also 
ieneath decks at the time.

Then 
the water surged in upon them and they were 
Doth’at rest in death. 

While this terrible scene was being en- 
acted Mr, Howland made superhuman efforts 
for Miss, Hunter, Miss May and himself. He 
caught Miss Hunter 's hand in one despairing 
clasp, amid all the confusion in the narrow 


Kleabmade fast to the stern, and acturlly 


occurred, andas the Mohawk has some forty- 
two feet of beam, a portion of her side was 
still visible above water, the other probably 
resting on the bottom. Two small boats, 
which put off from the shore, reached the 
capsized vessel before the Jdeal had finished 
her circuit of it. Tat once started for the 
lib hovise,and saw no more of what occurred 
at the scene of the disaster.” . 

Mr, Haight was intensely emphatic in his 
condemnation of the persons in charge Bf the 
luckleas vessel,as were eect tee boat- 
ing men who witnessed it. 


STATEMENT OF THOMAS B. HUNT, OF THE YACHT 
COUNTESS OF DUFFERIN, 


Three seamen of the yacht Countess of anf 
Jérin, who exerted themselves and efficiently 
in efforts to render assistance from the first 
moment of apprehended danger, give the fol- 
lowing account of the catastrope as seen by 
them. They state’ that about 20 minutes past 
4p. m,, the clouds grew suddénly dark and 
threatened an immediate storm. They hap- 
pened to look toward the Mohawk which had 
then all sail set, with the exception of the 
foretopsail, but still held by her anchor, “The 
Mohaick, not being under weigh and so! pecu- 
liarly placed, the word passed between tho. 
three Countess of Dujferin's men, ‘ Here is a 
squall; let's see how the Mohawk will stand 
up» torit.” In almost a moment after, the 
squall—not a very violent one—struck the 
fohawk broadside. She recled under the 
blow, then righted for a moment and instant- 
ly went over. Tho three lookers-on from the 
‘ountess of Duferin's deck rushod to lower a 
boat ;,and at the same time Captain Cuthbert, 
of the Dufferin, ordered other boats to be low- 
ered. Thomas B. Hunt, George Clancey and 
Henry Featherstone, he three sailors who had 
been. ei out for the effect of the squall, 
had anticipated the orders of their captain, 
and, like true seamen, were already engaged 
in lowering one of the boats. They threw. 
their oilskin coats ito the boats, a number 
of. life preservers and grappling hooks, Cap- 
tain Cuthbert Haagen the movements of tho 
other boats, the crew working With a will. 
The men in the first boat rowed toward the 
stérn of the Mohawk, which was then fast 
sinking, and when thidy reached near the spot 
both stem ‘and ‘stern of the yacht were com- 
pletely submerged, her midships only being 
above water, looking, asthe Countess of Dus- 
Serin's mon said, *!justlike theback of awhale,”’ 
As they rowed toward the wreck a number of 
people, were seen struggling in the water, while 
a Jargor, number, were still, on tho, side of 
the vess | shricking for aid. Tho mon in the 
boat picked up but one person, Mr. Schuyler 
Crosby, whom they transferred to one of the 
hoats ofthe Dreadnaught, a8 their boat pwas 
fast filling with water, At this time the scone 
of the ill-fated Mohawk's disaster was cover- 
ed with boats.and small craft of various. des- 
criptions,rendering all the assistance that was 
possible, efforts which resulted in rescuing 
very manyyvaluable lives. “Among the strug: 
glers in the water Hunt says there was a lady 
whose name he afterward learned was Miss 
Edith May, who was fortunately saved after 
some heroic efforts on tho part of a yentloman 
whose name the sailors could not give, but 
who, it was afterwards understood, was Mr, 
Morant, one of tho party who had been in- 
vited on the cruise, One gentleman, whose 
name we unfortunately could not ascertain, 
maintained his position on the sinking yacht 
to the-last moment, rejecting all aid for him- | 
nelf, and calling to the men in’ the boats. to 
givo ol] attention. and holp. to those whowe ap- 
pealf for succor from the water and clinging 
to the side of the yacht showed they were 
moat in negd of their help. In sad contrast 
to this is the current report that the captain 
(or sailing master) of the Mohawk scomod to 
havo been bereft of all Vela of mind and 
to have lost all the attributes of .a man.and of 
a commander responsible, 80 far ay good soa 
manship and ¢ inregard of welf-presorvation 
are concerned, to,preserye.the lives intrusted 
tohis charge. Itidte be hoped that further 
invVentigation into the” circumstances attend. 
ing this untoward event will disprove this 
rumor. Overlooking this for the moment 
Mr, Hnnt, of the Countess of Dufferin, and 
his associates, say that nothing but the grons- 
cst disrogard of al) seamanship could have 
brought about #0 great a calamity. After 


they hacdreseded Mr Crosby from thoavaters 
and transferred “hit, M4 before ‘stated, to one 
of the boats of the! Dreadnauyht; and having 
watched with amxloty. tho rescue by other

Atthe same moment he found 
himself hurled against the skylight, which

The boats from the 
shore completed the work of rescue, and these 
two, the sole survivors of the cabin, were 
quickly rowed to shore. 


A SCENE IN THE CABIN. 


A gentleman states that when the first pre- 
monition of the blows from the squall was 
noticed, Mr...Garner and Mr, Crosby went 
down to the cabin, where Mrs. Garner, Miss 
"May and Mr. Hunter were at the time,all un- 
éonacious ofthe sad fate attending at least 
three of them. The gentlemen had'no sooner 
reached below when the squall struck, and 
the vessel at once careened, throwing the oc- 
cupants of the cabin with great violence on 
one side. Mr. Garner seized his wife by the 
hand, but the force of the conoussion broke 
the grasp that would have saved Mrs. Gar- 
ner as the statement is, forcing the ring off 
her husband's finger. Mr. Montant endeayor- 
ed at the same time to save Miss Hunter, and 
Mr. Crosby to save Migs May. Asthe yacht 
rebounded another attempt on the part of 
Mr. Garner to rescuc his wife was rendered 
entirely futile, as she was thrown with great 
violence behind one of the sofasin the cabin. 
In the last supreme effort, however, he lost 
his life, and. bis spirit od with that of hers 
he so loyed from that last scene of his sacri- 
fice and’ devotion. The same lurch that 
proved fatal to the owner of the yacht and his 
wife was the safety of Mr. Crosby, Mr. Mon 
tant and Miss May, It righted.the vessel so 
thatthe be yltshGa ot the deck ware ,openetl 
above their heads, offering’ the last chance of 
escape. .Mr,’ Montant was unable to save 
Miss Hunter from her position, in. the cabin, 
but Mr, Crosby saw his chance of escape for 
himself and rescue for Miss May, who was 
stillina position to help herself. With an 
effort impelled by the fear of perishing there 
in that now terrible cabin, a rush was made 
to the friendly skylights, they were seized, 
and the men below had just barely time to 
force Miss May through and follow them- 
selves, when the yacht finally sank with its 
owner, Mfs. Garner, her brother, Miss Hun- 
ter and the cabin boy, 


RIGHTING, THE MOHAWK, 


Major, Gifford, of Canada, seemed very much 
moved by the terrible accident, He was not 
at the club House at Staten Island at the time 
that the Mohawk capsized, but hia son Mr, W, 
Gifford, James K. Cameron, of Cobourg ; W. 
G. Ball, of. Toronto ; J. Carville, of Mont- 
real ; and Mr. Beverly Jones, of Toronto, all 
of whom were guests of the club, and who ac- 
companied the Countess of Dujferin, were ‘at 
the club house at Staploton at the time of the 
disaster, Mr, Geo, L.Jordan, Mr, Alexander, 
Mr. ‘Wm, Bond, and Mr, Bassett were among 
those Who were present at the time of the ac- 
cident to the Mohawk. Major Gifford stated 
that the Mohawk and the Countess of Dufferin 
were lying abreast of each other. Ho stated 
that a flat-bottomed centre board boat would 
not come up, ag there Would be no movement 
in her, whilo a keol boat would come up at 
once, Major Gifford spoke to the, nfombers 
of the club of the yacht Joam, which was on 
its way to Niagara, from Toronto, with seven 
yentlomen ax passengers, She had too much

Health Hints for the Season, 


(From the Scientific American.) 
DO NOT GET COOL, 

Ts this paper out of its sensoa}” we 
can hear the reador oxclaim, as he casts a 
wrathful glance. at the vagrant mercury, | 
rambling among tho nineties. ** Do not 
got cool, when the snn is scorching and | 
there is no breeze, and the pavomonta are 
almost red hot #” 

Haston slowly, good render, Wo do not 
object to refrigeration of oneself when it is 
done sonsibly, but the trouble is that, the 
majority of persons throw common scnse 
asid with their heavy undergarments. 
There is a prevalent, though none tho loss 
stupid notion, that colds, and pleurisy,and 
pneumonia, and like maladies are peculite 
only to winter anil early spring, but tho 
facts are that itis slightly easior if any- 
thing to incur theso diseasos with the ther- 
momoter at ninoty, and infinitely more dif- 
ficult than to get rid of them, unless dealt 
with promptly, ‘Therefore we believe that 
don't got cool” is sound advice, for it is 
better to endure the heat while well than 
to endure it while sick and debilitated. 
We recently met with some of those axio- 
matic sayings of the late Dr, W. W. Hall, 
(who recently died a victim to malady, 
against the contraction of which he most 
persistently warned others), written many 
years ago, but always timely. We have 
not room forall, but the substance com- 
pressed into a paragraph will serve our 
purpose. If on any occasion, he says, you 
find yourself the least bit noticeably cool, 
or notice the yery slightest disposition to a 
chill running along the back, as you value 
health and life, begin a brisk walk instan- 
taneously,and keep at it until perspiration 
begins to return : this will seldom fail to 
ward off a summer cold,which is more dan- 
gerous than a cold taken in winter to all 
persons having tho slightest tendency to 
consumption. If'you have walking and 
riding to do, ride first, because if you walk 
you may get overheated ; and then, when 
yowride; you may be exposed'to,"a draft of 
air likely to be followed by a chill, a cold, 
pleurisy, or lung fever, which is pneumonia, 


Not a summer passes but that the papers 
report ‘numerous deaths from drinking ice 
water by over heated people. For purposes 
of quenching the thirst, water not cooled 
to a yery low degree is much less harmful 
and more grateful; but\if icy coll, water 
be taken safoty lies only in drinking slowly. 
Take one swallow at atime, remove the 
glass from the lips, and count twenty slow- 


| 


ly before taking another. It is surprising 
how little -water will quench the thirst 
when thus drank. Soda water isa favorite 
beverage, and bears about the same relation 
to cool spring witer as candy does to bread. 
Tt does not k the thirst as well as water, 
and, besides, one is apt to drink too much 
of it. 


When you reach home after a day’s.work, 
tired and weak, perhaps with an undefin- 
able feeling of lassitude or depression, don’t 
attempt to raise your spirits by drinking ice 
water, however thirsty. A ctip of hot tea 
may be wisely taken by most persons, but 
dbdes not agree with all” The heat 1s of 
more value than the tea itself, but both 
combined act beneficially on most “persons. 
The degree of debility and downward pro- 
qroas.ofthasvaton)is_orrastod hu the 
quality of the tea, until thestrength begins 
to be imparted to the system. 


Never take a nap in the daytime: uncoy- 
ered; Many lie down fora few moments, 
merely to gain a brief rest, without intend- 
ing to go to sleep: ‘Too often, however,on 
waking up, a chilly feeling admonishes one 
that he has taken cold, which may be the 
percursor of serious illness. 

Both comfort and cleanliness aresubserv- 
ed by wearing woolen gauze next the skin. 
Furthermore this fabric prevents the sud- 
den cooling of the body and absorbs the 
perspiration. Colds are caused by the tem- 

rature being too suddenly lowered. 

Woolen fabrics worn next to the person pre- 
vont this, as we have said, and at the same 
time obviate the disagreeable feeling of 
dampness felt when linen, especially, is 
next the skin. All garments worn durin, 
the day should be removed at night an 
thoroughly aired and dried. All changes 
from ies to a lighter clothing in sums 
mer should be made at the first. dressing 
inthe morning, It is safer to wear too 
much cloathes than too little, especially for 
children, invalids, and old sha 


We will relax our negative advice in one 
case,and then only in a metaphorical sense: 
in other words, in hot weather keep cool, 
don’t worry. Persons who allow them- 
selves to become mentally exhausted, by 
anxiety or strain of any kind, are particu- 
larly lable to sunstroke. It isa foolish 
popular idea that this terrible malady is 
due to the concentration of the sun's rays 
on the head. Persons are frequently struck 
as it is termed, in the night, but are more 
apt to be so late in the afternoon, when the 
system is depressed by the heat and ner- 
Yous exhaustion. The way to avoid sun- 
stroke is to order one’s doings so that vi- 
tality shall not be lowered, and the condi- 
tions favorable to the disease superinduced. 
A sunstroke if not fatal, leaves the patient 
less able to endure mental or physical work 
ever after, and requires from him constant 
care against pulmonary disease or a second 
visitation. Avoid worrying the brain and 
an undue exposure to the sun, and, more 
nape et still, do not depress; the system 
and ‘lower the bodily temperature by the 
use.of miscalled ‘ stimulating ” alcoholic 
drinks. To sum up in one sentence: Do 
nothing to lower the normal bodily tem- 
perature. No matter how hot the weather, 
the temperature of the healthy body is in- 
varibly at 98° — Cooling below this is not 
refrigeration but depression,no matter how 
it is produced ; and depression, means loss 
of vitality, proclivity to diseaso,and death.

Things Useful to Know. 


Varnish brushos should nover be allowed 
to touch water, as it not only injures tho 
olasticity of tho hair, but a resinous sub- 
stance ia formed in tho hilt of the brush, 
which can nover be thoroughly removed, 
and which will work. out little by little 
when tho brush is used, destroying the 
glossy surface which otherwiso might be 
obtained, 

Paint intended for outside work, which 
cannot be protected by varnish, is mixed 
as follows; Crush the color, if in lumps, 
and mix toa stiff paste with linseed oil, 
boiled or raw—the ‘latter is preferablo ; 
then, if a dark color, add brown Japan or 
gold size, in the proportion of half pint 
to a gallon of oil; ina light color, use pate 
ont dryor in similar quantities. 

Horses will work much more oasily) and 
lose less of their effective forces by working 
abreast than when they are placed in single 
filo. If four horses aro’ to draw a load in 
one waggon, it is better to have a long 
double whiffletroe, with a span of horses on 
each side of the tongue than to haye one 
span placed before the other.

Mr. Pope gave notice of a By law for the 
Retaliatory Measures. 


The mild form of retaliation lately adopt- 
ed by the Dominion Government, as a set 
off to the evasion of some of the provisions 
of the treaty of Washington by the United 
States, is thus commented on by the New 
York World: “It is proverbially better late 
than never, andthough the Canadians have 
been somewhat slow in retaliating on our 

people for their petty persecutions affect- 
ing international trade, itis satisfactory to 
observe that tho retaliation is likely to be 
pretty through. Ever since the great states- 
man, ‘ Bowie-Knife’ Potter induced the 
government to abrogate the Reciprocity 
treaty of 1854, so as to force Canada into 
the Union, our Cabinet has taken special 
pains to be disagreeable. Canadian vessels 
have been forbidden the use of the canals 
of this State, under the pretext that the 
State authorities were opposed to the con- 
cession, and this after the falseness of the 
pretext has been exposed. The Canadians 
have at last givon orders that no American 
tugs are to pass through the Chambly Can- 
al, and there is reason to believe that more 
rigorous measures of exclusion will soon be 
resorted to, extending to the prohibition of 
the passage of canal boats. We have shown 
the Canadians that a treaty can be effec- 
tually nullified

Errects oy 4 Croup.—A despatch from 
San Francisco, July 24th inst., says :—“‘A 
despatch from Eureka says :—About nine 
o'clock last night a cloud burst on Diamond 
Range Mountain, thirteen miles east of 
here, which resulted in the death of thir- 
teen Chinese wood choppers, and probably 
alarge number of Italians camped in the 
cannon, getting out timber. Without a 
moment's notice a column of water two 
feet high rushed uponthem sthrowing all but 
one Chinaman. The Italians were camped 
a short distance above, and as no trace can 
be found it is feared all perished,” 


Tur Cause. — Capt. Rowland, sailing 
master of the ill-fated yacht Mohawk, has 
made a statement respecting the disaster, 
in which we find the following: ‘Mr. 
Garner, whose yossel { joined on the 17th 
of November last, was ono of the finest and 
kindest men I over knew. I had entire 
charge of his vessel and all business con- 
nected with it. I not only looked upon 
him as its owner, butas my friend. Ihave 
no more to say, but thatLam yery sorry. 
But I conld not provent the disaster. I 
did my duty, I have been 27 years master 
of a vessql, and am perfectly familiar with 
4 sailing craft. If the anchor had been up 
we might have started ahead a little quicker. 

When the squall struck the anchor vas clear 
of the bottom, that is, did not hold the vessel 
by hooking into the bottom. The squall was 
80 severe and sudden and so unusual, being 
aloft, there being very little wind on deck 
that all were astonished that the vosuol 
should be #o affected.” ‘The cause, there- 
fore of the accident, was the fact that tho 
anchor held the boat when the squall struck

They 
calculated that it would require to complete 
the road to Stirling $30,000 ; to Campbell- 
ford $88,573, and thence to Hastings $94,420, 
or in all $213,173 before the road would be 
completed to Hastings, in addition to which 
they had to pay Mr. Bickford $75,000 for 
iron, making a total of $288,173. At Hast- 
ings, therefore, their deficiency would be 
$168,173. That was the position they would 
be in this fall, without expending one dollar 
for rolling stock, though one or two locomo- 
tives and several flat cars would be required 
to carry on the work.

There had been 
talk of opening the stock books, but this was 
perfect nonsense, as no one would give a 
penny for stock in a road which was mortgag- 
ed to double its value. The Bank of Mont- 
real would own the road until the advances 
were repaid by the salo of tho lands, and 
bonds sold by a reputable concern like that 
bank would sell for much more than if offered 
by somebody who was not known at all. The 
road was dead, but it was in the power of 
himself and his associates to raise it, and if 
the Council wished to give it the coup de 
grace they could do so. Mr, Wallbridge con- 
cluded after speaking for upwards of an hour. 


Mr. Holden moved the first reading of the 
By-law granting a bonus of $50,000 to the 
Grand Junction Railway Company. 

Mr, Patterson objected, that notice of the 
By-law had not been given. 

The Mayor said he must rule that the mo- 
tion was out of order, no notice having been 
given, 

At the request of Mr, Holden, the petition 
in favor of the granting of the bonus was read, 
the Clerk stating in answer to him that the 
signatures of more than 30 ratepayers were 
attached to it. ‘ 

Mr, Wallbridge stated that the Parliament- 
ary practice is, that tho mention of a matter 
is sufficient to serve fora notice. 

In answer to Mr. J. H. Hambly, Mr, Wall- 
bridge repeated his stutement of the financial 
basis, that the Company would be out of pock- 
et, when the road was completed, $800,000. 
This they expected to reduce to $500,009 by 
means of bonuses now passed and to be here- 


Mr. St, Charles thought it well to give the 
names. Mr, Thomas Holden had spoken to 
him in a manner vory disrespectful of the 
Counoil, and particularly of the Chairman of 
Finance, saying that any friend of certain 
partios could get pass, It secmed to him 
that people were very willing to believe any:

—A storm passel over Chatham on the 21st 
inst. terrible in its destruction and force. A 
large uumber of houses and barns were un- 
roofed and fences blown down. 

—The flax crop throughout Ontario promises 
to surpass, if possible, the yield of any pre- 
vious year. Growers expect to commence 
harvesting in ten days. The flax and corn 
crop of Illinois are reported a failure, 

—The height of the vail of spray which 
overhangs the Victoria Falls at the Zambesi,as 
measured by Mr. Edward Mohr, the latest 
European visitor to that part of Africa, is one 
thousand and fifty-five fect, It is visible at a 
distance of eight miles. 

—The principal busines portion of Shel- 
bourne Falls village, Mass,, was burned on 
Saturday night, including the Woodward 
Hotel and stables, Methodist Church and two 
stores beneath, a grocery and hardware store, 
and a store-house and two houses and barns, 
Total loss $30,000, 

—A terrific gale passed over Lake Mem- 
phremagog on the 23rd, The steamer ‘Lady 
of the Lake,” having 1,400 persons on board, 
narrowly escaped a serious disaster. The 
steeple of the Methodist Church there, with 
its bell, was torn from the roof of the church 
and carried the whole length of the building. 
‘Trees were torn up by the roots, and great 


damage was done to crops. 

Tue Inpran War. — General Sheridan 
has been ordered to take command in the 
operations against the hostile Indians. A 
despatch says it is the intention of the 
Administration to thoroughly punish the 
Sioux. 


Exrrapition Treaty.—The extradition 
question was discussed in the House of 
Lords last night. From the Earl of Derby's 
remarks it is evident negotiations are going 
on for a new treaty, and that should these 
ations cover much time, a provisional 
arrangement for the surrender of criminals 
will be arrived at. 


Tue Assconpinc Jewetter. —There is 
now little reason to doubt that Mellor, the 
absconded Montreal jeweller, set fire to 
his premises a few days before his sudden 
departure, and that finding his claim for 
insurance resisted he gathered together his 
stock of jewellery and left for the other 
side. He has been made to give up $4,000 
worth of jewellery, which he had with him, 
and another lot valued at $3,000 has been 
found in Montreal. But where the remain- 
der is is not known. 


Evnoreaxn Gratn Trane. — A cable 
despatch says :—‘‘Lhe Mark | Lane Express 
in its weekly review of the British corn 
trade says :—The prospect of a good crop 
now seems certain of fulfilment. The hay 
has been gathered in excellent condition, 
though not quite as plontiful as it would 
have been with a more tayorable spring. 
The root crops are now suffering for rain. 
French and German wheat crops are satis- 
factory,both in quality and quantity. Tho 
local trade exhibits continued depression. 
Wheat has declined one shilling per quarter, 
and will probably go lower. Floating car-

AN ARMISTICE SPOKEN OF, 


Servians not Losing Ground. 


Austria Demands Satisfac- 
tion. 


Lonpoy, Jaly 25.—The Standard’s Bolgrad 
despatch says: Nothing can be more strike 
ing than the determined attitude of the popu- 
lation here and in Vienna in consequence of 
Austrian remonstrance. The Prince of Mon- 
tengro has released all South Dalmations who 
joined his army. 

The Standard’s Vienna despatch, dated 
Monday evening, says it is ramored that Gen. 
Tchernayeff, in an interview with Prince 
Milan, mentioned the advisability of an ar- 
mistice. 

The Standard’s Alexandria despatch says 
2,000 troops started for Salonica on Sunday, 
and 1,200 on Monday. 

The Daily News’ Paratijin special says that 
General Tchernayeff returned to the front 
Sunday p. m. 

The Belgrade correspondent of the News 
asserts that the Servians are not losing ground. 
Their delay is no sign of weakness. The Ser- 
vians are gaining recruits faster than the 
Turks. 

The St. Petersburg @olos, the Ministerial 
organ, expects that the conference of the 
Powers, which was determined upon at Reich- 
stadt, will be held shortly. 

The Standard’s Vienna despatch says that 
the Hungarian authorities have embargoed 
Krupp guns, and munitions for them, which 
were en route for Roumania. 

Vienna, July 25.—It is assorted that Aus- 
tria has demanded immediate satisfaction be- 
cause of the infringement of neutrality by the 
Turkish man-of-war at Klek. 
ConsTANTINOPLE, July 21,—The semi-ofli- 
cial organ, the Oasserefa, says that Austria has 
declared her intention to occupy Sorvia if the 
war is not finished in a fortnight. 

Vienna, July 25.—Five Ottoman corps are 
entering Servia. Tho detachment of Eynb 
Pacha descends from Zrich into the Morara 
valley. Salerman Pacha’s command comes 
from Pierot into the Timok valley.

ration of the deods of our forefathers. "’(Cheers)

DESTRUCTIVE FIRE. 
An Inefficient Fire Brigade. 


PRINTING OFFICE BURNED. 
TOTAL LOSS, $30,000, 


CornwauL, July 26.—A most destructive 
fire ocourred here this morning, destroying the 
largest commercial block in town, The fire 
originated in a small tenement on the east side 
of Pitt St., and about midway between Water 
and Front Streots, occupied by one Cook asa 
grocery, at about 3 o'clock. Owing to the 
carly hour, and the rope of the fire-bell being 
broken, the fire had made considerable head- 
way before much assistance could be rendered. 
The steam engine was brought out, but owing 
to the want of an engineer, two houra elapsed 
before one could be procured. By this time 
tho fire had fall control of the wooden dwell- 
ings, and the shops occupied by Cook as a gro- 
cory, O'Callaghan, goneral store, Miss Grant, 
dress-maker,—and reached. tho Commercial 
block, ocoupied by Kirkpatrick Brothors, dry 
geods, Jos, Dennison, jeweller, Wm. Dunkin, 
grocer, the Freeholder printing office, the Ma- 
sonic hall, Geo, Wengant, dentist, the Odd- 
follows’ hall, and destroyed the wholo edifice, 
which was built of brick, with a stone front, 
three stories high, Kirkpatriok Bro,, Donni- 
son, and Dunkin, saved their stocks. The loss 
on buildings and property is estimated at $30,- 
000. So far as ascortained the British Ameri- 
€an, loses $13,000, the Queen $5,000, and the 
Royal $9,000 on stock.

TIM SILENT W 

The old’saying that ‘murder will out” was 
Well illustrated when the wreeked yacht was 
drawn to the surface, It will be remembered | 
that’ Sailing Master Rowland swore before 
thooroner's inquest that he let the main 
sheet go and it ran out about two thirds, and 
when crossvexamiriod by Quarter-master Fer- 
gesson he raitoratod itmostpositively. Unfor- 
tunately for the veracity of Mr. Rowland 
there was a witness to contradict him that | 
even tho Coronor of the county of Righz 
mond, under tho statutes, had not’ the 
power to compel to testify. This was tho 
main sheet itself, “When the wrecking vessels 
drow the Mohawk out’of the water the helm 
was hard up and the iain sheet was found 
made fast. Thia silent witness shows that 
Captain Rowland either’ forgot what trans- 
pired in the oxditing sednes attendant upon 
the sinking of the vessel, or that, before the 
Coroner ho deliberately stated what was un- 
true.

YROST IN JULY—MK. VENNOR'S OPINIONS, 


(Lo the Editor of the Witness.) 


Sut,—For the last three days myself and 
men haye been exploring in overcoats, and 
slecping under heayy blankets so as to 
keep warm. Severe frost at night and al- 
most flurries of snow on the hills to-day. 
Crops in many parts are much injured,and 
I fear something more severe is yet in store 
for us. The flies, which haye been very 
troublesome, haye all departed, and the 
weather, although causing dismay to the 
farmer, is glorious for our work. Are you 
having the same in Montreal} I am keep- 
ing a close record, so asto endeayor to ar- 
rive at sonic portrait of our next winter.

RECAPTURE OF THE ESOAPED 
ORIMINALS. 


A Clever Capture _ of Daring Des- 
peradoes.

scouts were sent out to view the lay of the 
land, and ordora being passed to all to “ close 
in," the barn was surrounded and the decor 
opened. It was found that the entire west 
sido of the building was completely packed 
with hay, from the floor to the rafters. Men | 
were sont aloft, but no trace of human beings 
wore found, Just then one of those on daty 
outside, discovered, (through a crack in the 
boards) a pair of boots, and further investi- 
gation boing made, arendezyous was discoy- 
cred on the inside about four feet above the 
ground in the hay. This extended along the 
side and end of the building. 

It was found that the murderers were here 
concealed, and when the firat one of the police 
party presented himself, John Young imme- 

assumed the defensive and pointed his 
, With the remark that he would shoot 
ifanyone dare intrude. Sergeant McMenemy 
was not daunted by threats, He caught hold 
of the murderer’s arm, and, whilst Constable 
Campbell held him by the leg, wrenched the 
weapon from his grasp, at the same time fol- 
lowing this exploit by dragging Young out of 
his hiding place. James Willihm Young, the 
nephew of the captured John, seeing that 
there was little chance for him against such 
odds, crawled back into the hay, and McMe- 
nomy followed him. Detective Rousseaux 
and others of the force ran to interrept him, 
and, as Young turned the hay mow, he point- 
ed his cocked revolver in the Sergeant's face. 
The officer immediately struck at the revolver 
and aimed a blow at Young, which appeared 
to indimidate him, as he turned off into ano- 
ther avenue, and having got as far as he could, 
he wheeled about and fired at McMenemy. 
Shots were then exchanged, but without seri- 
ous injury to anybody, The hunted convict 
thon turned in another direction (unseen at the 
time by his pursuer), and managed to reach a 
position facing the centre of the barn. Here 
fs put his revolver to a small aperture under 
the beam and fired, Constable Spence, in 
self-defence, returned the fire, with what re- 
sult, at the time of writing, we are unable to 
state, One of the boards was then pried off, 
and the desperado was pulled out on to tho 
barn floor and handcuffed, in the same man- 
ner that his uncle had been a few miutes pro- 
viously. The revolver hehad in his possession 
was a superior seven-inch Cox's. 

‘Two young women named Barber, who it 
will be remembered took an ‘active part be- 
fore the murder in the interest of the Youngs, 
and who figured so prominently for the de- 
fence at the trial, were also taken from the 
hay-mow, but allowed to depart. Their pres- 
ence in the vicinity was undoubtedly the in- 
direct cause of the capture being made. 

A carriage was then procured, and Chief 
Lo n, Sergeant McMenemy, and Detective Mc- 
Figgen, with the prisoners securely ironed, 
started for Cayuga jail—by way of Hall's 
Corners. 

THLE SCENE OF THE CAPTURE. 

Mr. Binkley’s barn,in which the murderers 
had been captured,is situated about a quarter 
of a mile from the snain road, or from any 
habitation. About 200 yards cast of the barn 
is a small dense wood, but little resorted to 
atany time of the year, and never during 
busy seasons. The barn itself is fifty feet by 
thirty, divided into two compartments by a 
passage twelve feet wide. Both of these sec- 
tions are filled with hay, the western portion 
especially so, and it was this that the Youngs 
had selected for their hiding place. Access 
was evidently through a small door from the 
north, Indications then prove that they 
climbed bya ladder tothe top, and at the 
north-west corner lifted out about six cubic 
feet of the hay—suflicient to allow space for a 
bed. ‘Then to secure this against observation 
from the top they placed some short scantling 
by way of rafters, and drew hay over them, 
forming a thorough protection against discoy- 
ery in that quarter. A passage was burrowed 
along the m5 length of the western wall, 
30 feet, and around along the south wall,

The J'imes' Ragusa despatch says the Prince 
of Montenegro's campaign is regarded as a 
failure. The retreat of tho Montenegrin 
army was because ofan utter lack of sufficient 
organization, the discontent of the troops and 
their distrust of their commanders. The most 
experienced chiefs having been sent on de- 
tached expeditions, the command of the main 
army was left to young and untried men. The 
battle on the 2lst having demonstrated the 
incapacity of the commanders, and as the 
Turks were threatening the southern frontier 
of Montenegro, it was decided to retreat on 
the base of supplies.

SIMPSON'S REWARD. 


The bringing to light of the famous 


lication of Senator Simpson’s notorious cir- 
| oular to the customers of the Ontario Bank 
on the occasion of the election in South 
Ontario in 1874, might have been expected 
to have caused some change in the bank- 
| ing arrangements of the Government, 80 
| apparent was it, on the face of the facts, 
that Mr. Simpson's friends had been re- 
| warding him for his intriguing in their in- 
| terest by giving to the banking institution 
of which ho is the head a virtual monoply 
of the Government business in Ontario, 
although there were larger institutions, 
of higher standing, judged by the stock 
quotations, in existence in the Province, 
The anticipations noted aboye were not re- 
alized, the Government having continued 
| to favor the Ontario Bank in precisely the 
same manner since as before these revela- 
tions were made. Tho latest official Bank 
statement, published in the official Gazette 
of Saturday last, shows that whilst Domin- 
ion Government deposits in all other banks 
in the Province amount to $337,768, the 
same class of doposits in the Ontario Bank 
foot yp $395,522, or an excess of $57,753 
in favor of this petted institution as against 
all the other banks of the Province com- 
bined. It is not hard to deduce from this 
statement the fact that Senator Simpson is 
being rewarded, and that handsomely, by 
the friends in whose service he has been so 
unscrupulous, 


Ivrortant Decrsion.—Iu a decision 
rendered by Judge Boyd, of Toronto, it 
was held that the incomes of officials of the 
Dominion Government were exempt from 
taxation. 


Acrixa Governor.—Mr, Chief Justice 
Richards will act as the representative of 
the Governor-General in the performance 
of certain official duties during His Ex- 
cellency’s visit to the Pacitic. 


Dunxiw Act Carrrep.—Voting on the 
Dunkin Act in Lambton will be concluded 
to-day. The returns of yesterday give a 
large majority in fayor of the adoption of 
the prohibitive measure. 


Hor Cror.—The hop crop in Waterloo 
county will, from present indications, yield 
from 800 to 1,000 pounds per acre. The 
vines have blossomed and hops are forming 
boing three-quarters of an inch long. Pick- 
ing will commence in about five weeks. 


Fravup.--S. T, Campbell, a Montreal 
leather merchant, has been arrested charg- 
ed with secreting his property to defraud 
creditors. It is alleged that he mortgaged 
his real estate for $40,000, which he con- 
verted into English exchange, having de- 
cided on quitting the country suddenly. 


Victoria Ramway, — Fish-plate bolts 
for the Victoria Railway arrived at Lindsay 
on Thursday,and track laying re-commenc- 
ed, and the rails will probably reach Fene- 
lon Falls by to-night.

There aro but few farther particulars 
to be gathered concerning the two Toe 
tured murderers. On thoir way to Calo- 
donia, the younger one (James William) 
soomed completely broken down, and re- 
peatedly said to his uncle, “If you'd only 
taken my advice and gone away, we should 
not bo here.””

John Young inquired if they 
would be hung tho noxt day, and James 
William hoped it would be soon. They 
woro safely handed over to the authorities 
at Cayuga jail.

Suicide ina Cemetery. 


A FATHER SHOOTING HIMSELF ON THE GRAVES 
OF HIS CHILDREN. 


Last December Franz Stanner, a German 
cabinet-maker, of 112 William street, New- 
ark, lost his three children, aged 1, 6 and 8 
years, by diptheria, His wife bocame in- 
sane, and wassent toan asylum. She was 
discharged recently, but has ver 
strange over since, constantly findi fault 
with her husband, so that his life became 
miserable, and he took to drinking. On Mon- 
day while at work, ho drew a revolver and 
threatened to shoot himself, but was prevent- 
ed. Yestorday he went to Woodlawn Ceme- 
tery, where his children are buried, and 
knelt down on one of the graves, as if pray- 
ing. A fow moments afterward he shot him- 
self, tho ball entering near his heart, and 
lodging in the lung. He then got up and 
staggered along some twenty fect, when he 
fell, and began to vomit blood. He said that 
his wife drove him to commit the act by her 
continual fault finding. He was removed to 
the German Hospital. There is but little 
hope of his recovery.—N. Y. Paper, 


Life and Death in England. 


The British Registrar General has publish- 
od a very interesting supplement to his thirty 
fifth annual report, in which he estimates the 
march of an English generation through life, 
He starts with the assumed fact that 1,000,- 
000 children are born, and of these he in- 
forms us that 511,745 would be. boys, and 
488,255 would be girls. This disproportion 
of the sexes, is, however, very speedily re- 
dressed, for the evils with which the 
infants of a household struggle in their 
cradles aro far more fatal to boys than to 
girls. Tho most fatal five years in the gon- 
eration is that when they are entirely depend- 
ent on careless nurses or ignorant mothers, 
for one in every four in the whole million 
born, or 141,387 of the boys, 121,795 of the 
girls, will die before oy are five years old. 
The million thus reduced to 736,815 will now 
have got a fair start in life. The next five 
years the deaths are few, and they are few- 
est of all in the third five years,that between 
the ages of ten and fifteen, This full growth 
of childhood seems to be the healthicat 
period in the whole life of a generation, but 
somewhat more so for boys than for girls 
Then follow tive years of greater change and 
somewhat more liability to disease and death. 
This liability is still further increased in the 
next five years by consumption, and other 
ailments incident tothe period when the 
growth has ceasod, But in this whole march 
of twenty years through childhood and youth 
our million, which was decimated twice over 
in the five years of babyhood, loses but 102,- 
773 of its number, and an army of young 
men and women is almost equal- proportions, 
and 634,045 in total aesrt marches over 
the dividing lino of the first quarter of a con- 
tury. During the next ten ors less than 
one inten of the whole will die, and there 
will still be 568,993 living at fiye-and-thirty 
Years of age, when two-thirds of the women 
will be married. The next ten years will be 
more fatal than tho last, and of those who 
say five-and-thirty no fewer than 66,078 will 
fail to reach forty-five, and of the 
million who started only 2,915 over 
half a million will attain that period 
of life. From that point the rise of 
the death rate at each decade is terrible ; 
62,052 died between 25 and 35; the number 
increased to 66,078 between 35 and 35; but 
between 45 and 55 the number of deaths rises 
to 81,000 ; and from 55 to 65 another 112,- 
086 have fallen away. The number who set 
out over the next reach of years, and make a 
fair start for the three-score years and ten, is 
309,029, The march for the next ten years is 
a Balaklava charge into the jaws of death, 
for nearly qnekale or them(in actual numbers 
149,905) will be left behind in the grave be- 
fore those ten yeara are over, and 
only 161,124 reach their seventy-fifth year. 
This remnant rapidly diminishes, and at 
cighty-tive only 35,565 remain. Another ten 
years and there are on the field only 2 
people of venerable age, of whom may 
out of ten will pass away without reaching 
the centenarian’s fame. | The number which 
will probably cross the threshold of a second 
century is 223, but none of these reach 110 ; 
for the last of the million will come to his 
grave in his 108th year.—London Paper.

There was great !oss of life, 5,000 dead 
bodies having been estimated at Foo Chow 
alone. Foreign property was slightly 
damaged.” 


Premier Prevate oF Inetann.—The

Oats, below the average, and in some 
places badly eaten by grasshoppers. 

Spring wheat, inforior, but not much 
sown, 

The root crops promise well, but the 
turnips haye been much injured by the fy, 
and potatoes,in some places, by the Colorado 
beetle, 

Tho grasshoppers have entirely destroyed 
the young clover crop in some places. 

Western corn looks, well but does not 
appear to be as good as somo years ago. 

Tho hay crop is exceedingly heavy—the 
largest crop in fact that has been cut for 
ten years. Some farmers had it taken off 
in shares, giving one-third for the cutting 
and saving of the hay, 

The apple crop will be a very small one. 
A farmer who has 400 treos says he will not 
pick thirty bushels off them all. A reason 
for this is given in the changeable weather 
of last winter—warm weather andrains for 
a week, followed by severe frosts,

Fisnes.—Mr. Mitchell, in a communication 
to Nature, presents some remarkable facts 
in regard to the rapidity of growth of fishes, 
Referring to a species of carp, called by the 
natives katlah, ho states that this is a 
species which does not breed in fresh water, 
but that the natives aro in the habit of in- 
troducing the fry into ponds, otc., whore 
thoy thrive very satisfactorily. According 
to his account a tank 65 feet long, 58 feet 
broad, and 13 feet deop, was dug within 
the premises at Garden Roach in May, 
1875, and a number of the katluh fry, from 
half ap inch to an inch in length were in- 
troduced about tho ond of July. On the 
22nd of September the tank was swopt with 
nets to catch one or two fish of the pike 
species that had been accidentally intro- 
duced with the others, In the net were 
taken several dozens of carp referred to 

one of which woighod 14 ounces and was 
11 inches in length. Others wore only a 
fow ounces lighter, The food supplied to 
these fish consisted, in addition to the 
natural yogotation’ of the pond, of the ro- 
fuso of rico and other substance thrown in- 
to the pond by tho natiyes,
